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Gay-Related Murders Hit Castro, South of Market

A gay homeless man with 
no local address has been 
charged with murder in the 
beating death of a gay man 
with AIDS and police are 
seeking leads in another gay- 
related murder South of Mar¬ 
ket, according to San Francis¬ 
co Police Department Homi¬ 
cide Inspector Ed Erdelatz. 


Ricky Phillips, 25, is being 
held in the psychiatric unit at 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal after his arrest on March 1 
for the beating death of 
Thomas Richard Walker, 42, 
of 108 B Grand View St. in 
the Upper Market area near 
Castro Street. 

According to Erdelatz, 
Phillips had been arrested in 
December 1991 for burglary 


of Walker’s apartment, and 
before his death, Walker had 
expressed fear of the individ¬ 
ual and notified his landlord 
that the suspect not be al¬ 
lowed onto the premises. 

“Mr. Walker had been de¬ 
spondent,” according to Erde¬ 
latz. “Evidently he had AIDS 
and his uncle went by the 
apartment to check on him. 
The uncle went by on Sunday 


at about 3 in the afternoon 
and spoke with Mr. Walker 
and everything was fine.” 

However, the uncle later 
received a call from Walker’s 
parents in St. Louis, Mo., say¬ 
ing that they had tried to 
reach their son unsuccessful¬ 
ly. The uncle went by to 
check on Walker at about 
10:30 p.m. following the call 
and found Walker dead on 


the floor, the victim of a 
bloody assault, and Phillips 
asleep on the couch. 

“He had been beaten to 
death,” Erdelatz told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

After phoning 911, Walk¬ 
er’s uncle went outside to 
wait for assistance, but when 
he tried to open the door, it 
had been locked and the

L.A. Gays Net 
$ 60,000 
For Clinton

LOS ANGELES - “I 
haven’t been this excited 
about a candidate since Bob¬ 
by Kennedy,” gay politico 
David Mixner said about his 
friend Democratic presiden¬ 
tial contender Gov. Bill Clin¬ 
ton who was in Beverly Hills 
Feb. 28 for a political 
fundraiser. 

Access Now for Gay and 
Lesbian Equality raised 
more than $60,000 for the 
Arkansas governor at the first 
ever major fundraiser for a 
major presidential candidate 
by a group representing the 
lesbian and gay community. 

As part of the “Clinton for 
President” National Execu¬ 
tive Committee, Mixner is in 
Clinton’s “Kitchen Cabinet.” 

In a one-on-one interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter, 
Clinton confirmed that, if 
elected, he wanted Mixner in 
his administration. 

“We’ve been friends since 
we were very young (and) 
we’ve been through a lot of 
our lives together,” Clinton 
said. “I care a lot about him 
and I think he’s an exception¬ 
ally able person. I don’t be¬ 
lieve in slotted appointments. 
I’d just like to have him in¬ 
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volved in the administration. 
I think he can do a lot.” 

At the ANGLE event Clin¬ 
ton impressed many with 
what attorney Diane Abbitt 
called “his realness.” He was 
introduced by San Francisco 
Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg who called Clinton “a 
man of vision ... intelligent 
and thoughtful ... who 
wouldn’t forget us.” 

Clinton talked about being 
“tired of the politics of divi¬ 
sion and denial, tired of see¬ 
ing the American people put 
each other down because of 
their differences.” America is 
“badly off track” and needs “a 
change agent,” he said. 

Clinton said he had a lot of 
“sympathy and empathy with 
the gay and lesbian and mi¬ 
nority communities” because 
he has had “a lot of struggles 
myself.” 

He said growing up in a 
violent, alcoholic household 
gave him “insight into person¬ 
al terror and isolation.” 

And, he assured the 60- 
plus event attendees, “I will 
be there. I want you to play a 
role in the life of this country. 

... I want you to have the op¬ 
portunity to just be people 
and live up to your fullest

Pro-Gay Civil Rights Bill Introduced

Speaker of the Assembly 
Willie Brown has introduced 
a civil rights bill that includes 
prohibiting anti-gay employ¬ 
ment and housing discrimina¬ 
tion as a key component. 

AB 3825, according to a 
press statement issued by 
Brown, would make Califor¬ 
nia civil rights laws the 
strongest in the nation. 

The bill would strengthen 
the California Fair Housing 


and Employment Commis¬ 
sion by allowing the panel to 
set awards for damages in 
housing and job bias and also 
prevent employers from re¬ 
quiring that English be spo¬ 
ken on the job unless justified 
by business necessity. 

It would also expand re¬ 
strictions to the Unruh Civl 
Rights Act by a recent 
Supreme Court ruling that al¬ 
lowed a landlord to deny 
housing to a family who had 
no proof of minimum income. 


American Civil Liberties 
Union attorney Matt Coles 
said the gay job and housing 
rights protections in Brown’s 
bill were similar to AB 101. 

He said Brown’s bill was 
“a better way to go’.’ 

According to Coles, the 
Friedman measure would 
only codify gay rights protec¬ 
tions of the California State 
Industrial Code, while the 
Brown measure would com¬ 
pletely ban anti-gay discrimi¬ 
nation. ▼

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Migden: Bush Should Pay for Security

Supervisor Carole Migden 
wants President Bush and not 
San Francisco to ante up the 
$20,000 it cost the city when 
Bush came to town on a cam¬ 
paign swing Feb. 25. 

Bush raised almost $1 mil¬ 
lion for his re-election war 
chest in a three-hour stopover 
that included a $1,000 per per¬ 
son luncheon at the St. Fran¬ 
cis Hotel. 

The San Francisco Police 
Department estimates that 
the bill will be about $20,000 
in overtime pay for San Fran¬ 
cisco police officers. 

The city is obligated to pay 
security costs if Bush had 
come on official business, 
Migden said, but the city 
should not foot the bill for a 
campaign stump. 

“Mr. Bush didn’t even 
make the pretense of coming 
here to resolve any of the is¬ 
sues facing the city. No elect¬ 
ed official, including the pres¬ 
ident, should expect the tax-

payer to help pay for their 
fundraising events,” she said. 

Migden has asked the city 
budget analyst to determine 
whether there are any other 
costs associated with the pres¬ 
ident’s visit. 


Without objection, the 
Board of Supervisors voted at 
the March 2 meeting to send 
a bill to Bush’s re-election 
campaign. 

“I hope to never require 
$20,000 worth of police pro¬ 
tection at one of my fundrais¬ 
ing events,” Migden said. “But 
if I do, I believe that I should 
have to pay for it. I don’t be¬ 
grudge the president police 
protection. He needs it. But 
the city is already paying 
dearly for the president’s re¬ 
cession. We can’t afford to 
pay for his coming here to 
make excuses for it. This was 
not an official visit, it was a 
campaign visit and the cam¬ 
paign should pay for it.” 

But Mayor Frank Jordan, 
who as police chief dealt with 
providing police protection 
for elected officials and digni¬ 
taries when they visited the 
city, said he’d be surprised if 
Bush paid up. 

“It would be nice if the 
government would reimburse

Gallo Under Investigation 
For Perjury, Patent Fraud

AIDS researcher Robert 
Gallo is being investigated for 
perjury and patent fraud by 
three federal agencies, it was 
announced March 1. The in¬ 
quiry is spearheaded by Rep. 
John Dingell (D-Mich.) and in¬ 
cludes the inspector general of 
Health and Human Services 
and the General Accounting 
Office. 

The Bay Area Reporter has 
learned that Dingell has asked 
James Mason, assistant secre¬ 
tary of HHS, to recuse himself 
from the proceedings. A 
spokesman for HHS said that 
so far Mason has refused 
Dingell’s request because 
Mason’s involvement “is so 
slight.” 

The specific issue raised by 
Dingell is the patent held by 
Gallo and former assistant 
Mikulas Popovic to the most 
widely used test for HIV. 
Dingell has led the inquiry into 


Gallo and his team at 
Laboratory of Tumor Cell 
Biology for the past year. 

Recently the Office of Scien¬ 
tific Integrity of National In¬ 
stitutes of Health accused 
Gallo of fostering an unethical 
atmosphere in his lab (B.A.R. 
Feb. 13, 1992). NIH said that 
Popovic conducted fraudulent 
research and recommended 
that he be barred from federal 
work permanently. 

Gallo said he did not know 
what his chief deputy, Popovic, 
was doing. The two men 
worked together for nearly 10 
years. Each of them has earn¬ 
ed $100,000 annually since 
1984 for the HIV test. 

In response to the perjury 
charges, Gallo insists that he 
had no reason to share credit 
for discovering HIV with Luc 
Montagnier and his research¬ 
ers at Institut Pasteur in Paris. 

Gallo’s assertions were 
described as “amazing state¬ 
ments” by Don Francis of 


Berkeley, who was appointed 
by former Mayor Art Agnos to 
chair the Mayor’s Task Force 
on HIV. The position remains 
vacant. 

“The first week of April 1984 
I attended a meeting with 
Gallo and researchers from 
NIH, Centers for Disease 
Control and Institut 
Pasteur,” Francis told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “That meeting 
established two things. One, 
we documented that the 
French isolated HIV first. And 
two, that virus was the cause of 
AIDS. For Gallo three weeks 
later to publish papers and 
have a press conference an¬ 
nouncing his accomplish¬ 
ments seems a little inap¬ 
propriate.” 

Shortly after Dingell 
became involved last March, 
Gallo dropped his claim to 
have discovered HIV in the 
face of accusations from Mon¬ 
tagnier that Gallo is a liar and

Frameline, Director 
Denounce Buchanan

Tom DiMaria, the execu¬ 
tive director of Frameline, 
which produces the annual 
San Francisco International 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festi¬ 
val, has denounced presiden¬ 
tial candidate Patrick 
Buchanan’s attack on federal 
grants for gay-related art. 

Frameline is the exclusive 
distributor of “Tongues Un¬ 
tied,” Marlon Riggs’ interna¬ 
tionally acclaimed film on the 
urban black gay experience. 

Last week in Georgia, 
where Buchanan was cam¬ 
paigning against President 
George Bush in that state’s 
Republican primary (on 
March 3 Buchanan took 36 
percent of the vote to Bush’s 
64 percent), the columnist be¬ 
gan airing a commercial that 
accused Bush of allowing fed¬ 
eral grants for obscene art 
that has “glorified homosexu¬ 
ality, exploited children and 
perverted the image of Jesus 
Christ.” 

A scene from Riggs’ film 
depicting shirtless gay men 


dancing together at the Castro 
Street Fair and gay men 
wearing chaps with their but¬ 
tocks exposed was used dur¬ 
ing the commercial. 

“It’s an absolute outrage,” 
said Tom DiMaria. “It’s 
Buchanan’s attempt to win on 
the backs of the lesbian and 
gay community. It’s revolting, 
and he’s using hate to get 
votes. It’s as simple as that.” 

On the subject of the 
Buchanan commercial, direc¬ 
tor Riggs said, “The saga con¬ 
tinues (BCichanan attacked 
‘Tongues Untied’ in a column 
last year). This is not unex¬ 
pected. It’s not as if ‘Tongues 
Untied’ mattered to them. 
(They’re using it to) tarnish 
George Bush and the gay 
community. It shows to what 
absurd lengths many will go 
to achieve their goals. It’s dis¬ 
heartening, but I’m not at all 
surprised.” 

The commercial started 
airing one week after the con¬ 
troversial director of the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Arts, John E. Frohnmayer, re¬ 
signed his position amid ru¬ 



mors he was forced out by 
White House Chief of Staff 
Samuel K. Skinner after 
Buchanan’s strong showing in 
the New Hampshire primary. 

DiMaria said that Frohn- 
mayer’s departure was to sti¬ 
fle Buchanan’s criticism of the 
NEA as a campaign tactic. 
The NEA has been under fire 
from Sen. Helms (R-NC) and 
the right wing, which has 
pressured the NEA to refuse 
grants to gay artists and 
groups such as the Lesbian 
(Continued on page 13} 


Health Department 
Sees No Service Cuts

The San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health an¬ 
nounced next year’s proposed 
budget on March 3. The bud¬ 
get contains no cuts in service 
despite demands from the 
Mayor’s Office that $39 mil¬ 
lion be shaved from the de¬ 
partment’s $570 million bud¬ 
get to help reduce the city’s 
projected deficit. 

Health Department Direc¬ 
tor Raymond Baxter said, 
“We approached the budget 
as a health service system 
rather than as a set of individ¬ 
ual institutions. We didn’t al¬ 
low service reductions in one 
department if increased rev¬ 
enues or administrative sav¬ 
ings in other departments 
could balance the losses.” 

This tact was particularly 
important for the mental 
health division, which stands 
to suffer a major reduction in 
state grants from Gov. Wil¬ 
son’s budget. 

Services were preserved as 
a result of a growth in outside 


revenues, largely from supple¬ 
mental Medi-Cal money at 
San Francisco General and 
rate increases at Laguna Hon¬ 
da Hospital (also mostly fi¬ 
nanced by Medi-Cal). In addi¬ 
tion, administrative expenses 
were cut by $11 million. 

Still, the budget is a bare- 
bones one that does little to 
address long-term needs such 
as capital investments and or¬ 
ganizational improvements. 

According to Director Bax¬ 
ter, “In the last two years, op¬ 
erating savings and increased 
revenues totaled $120 million. 
That money could have gone 
to increase services and 
strengthen revenue, but in¬ 
stead was used to solve city 
and state deficits.” 

The largest new revenue 
source this year comes from a 
state law known as SB 855. 
This bill’s intention is to 
grant extra Medi-Cal reim¬ 
bursement to hospitals like 
San Francisco General that 
serve a disproportionate share 
of low-income clients.

Snafu 

Awards 

Upheld

The state Court of Appeal 
this week upheld jury awards 
of $242,000 to the lover and 
relatives of a gay man who 
died of AIDS in a suit against 
a local cremation society. 

On March 2, the court 
ruled that the lover and rela¬ 
tives were entitled to collect 
damages from the Neptune 
Society following a Septem¬ 
ber 1990 jury ruling that the 
Neptune Society had acted 
with malicious intent in re¬ 
solving a dispute about the 
disposition of the ashes of 
Robert Saari, who died of 
AIDS in January 1985. 

Saari had arranged with 
his lover, Patrick Hinrichsen, 
to have his ashes scattered at 
Point Reyes in a private cere¬ 
mony following his death, but 
Hinrichsen, according to his 
attorney, Tom Steel, never re¬ 
ceived the remains from Nep¬ 
tune. 

Saari’s ashes were scaL 
tered at sea with other peo¬ 
ple’s remains, and a Christian 
service was performed 
against the deceased’s wishes. 

When Hinrichsen discov¬ 
ered the ashes were missing, 
Neptune tried to “cover up” 
that Saari’s wishes were not 
followed, Steel told the Bay 
Area Reporter in September 
1990. 

According to Steel, 
Richard Jongordon, then own¬ 
er of the Neptune Society, 
told Saari’s mother and sister 
that Hinrichsen had “planned 
a wild party with a bunch of 
his friends” as a service for 
Saari and that Neptune had a 
more dignified service includ¬ 
ing a minister. 

Jongordon also implied,

Court Rejects Request to Release 
San Mateo Rest Stop Arrest Records

The First District Court of 
Appeal has summarily denied 
a writ appealing the decision 
of a San Mateo Superior 
Court in a case involving 
gays arrested at a highway 
rest stop. 

On Feb. 27 the court de¬ 
nied without comment the ap¬ 
peal of attorney Walter Pars¬ 
ley’s motion for a complete 
record of the arrests made by 
the San Mateo Sheriffs De¬ 
partment from 1990-1991 at 
the 1-280 Junipero Serra rest 
stop. 

“The court denied my writ 
without explanation, which is 
typical. That’s OK, though. I 
intend to start the process 
over again with another 
client,” Parsley said. 

Parsley’s appeal was filed 


after a San Mateo Superior 
Court judge denied the mo¬ 
tion. 

Parsley is defending a 
client who was charged with 
a public sex offense at the 
site, which has been popular 
as a gay sex spot for decades. 

Parsley charged that gay 
men are being selectively 
prosecuted. 

The Bay Area Reporter 
has received numerous calls 
from readers claiming to have 
been solicited and entrapped 
by undercover San Mateo 
County Sheriff’s deputies 
who operate from a mobile 
van at the site. 

Although Parsley ex¬ 
pressed disappointment at the 
Court of Appeal verdict, he 
did say that he had been par¬ 
tially successful in having the 
San Mateo County Sheriffs 


Office change its policies. 

According to Parsley, prior 
to the publicity about the ar¬ 
rests at the site, the sheriff 
had refused to consider men 
arrested for indecent or lewd 
exposure at the site for work 
furlough programs. 

Those charged were rou¬ 
tinely offered plea bargains of 
a week in jail and a fine for 
guilty pleas. 

“The big success we’ve had 
is that the policy has been 
changed. Clients now face a 
fine and a week’s worth of 
work furlough.” 

Parsley said there were 
still grounds for appeal in the 
case because of the selective 
prosecution of gay men for 
the offenses in San Mateo 
County. “It’s homophobic,” he 
said. ▼

stylish and sassy Gold Rush 
square dance performance 
group celebrates its sixth an¬ 
niversary. 

The high-energy, non-tradi- 
tional exhibition team, which 
has appeared in major cities 
throughout the states as well 
as Vancouver, B.C., will take 
to the floor with a dance pro¬ 
gram guaranteed to bring out 
the Wild West in anyone. 

Their sixth anniversary 
party is a benefit for the 
group, which uses funds 
raised to support trips to per¬ 
form at gay rodeos and coun¬ 
try-western bars. 

You don’t have to be profi¬ 
cient at intricate square dance 
steps to enjoy this form of ex¬ 
ercise and entertainment. 

The disciplined choreogra¬ 
phy of square dancing may be 
difficult to imitate, but the 
lively music and fun that ac¬ 
company the art more than 
make up for mistakes on the 
dance floor. 

Gold Rush member Don 
Greco talks about the group 
as a “family.” Group members 
sew their own uniforms and 
have entertained enthusiastic 
audiences at rodeos in Los 


Angeles and San Diego. 

“I love it,” he says. “I guess 
for me, and I think for most 
people, the No. 1 thing about 
square dancing is the friends 
that you make. We’re all 
members of the International 
Association of Square Dance 
Clubs. Every year we have a 
big convention. It’s a good 
time, you make new friends, 
and it’s really nice seeing 
them again next year.” 

They take their show on 
the road, which involves trav¬ 
eling, especially in the San 
Francisco area. 

“Every month,” Greco 
adds, “one club or another is 
holding a dance and you get 
together and car pool it. You 
go from one city to another 
and dance your little feet off.” 

This precision team does 
their own calling and their 
own music. They have gone 
from just square dancing in 
the past year to combining 
square dance steps with coun¬ 
try-western dancing and line 
dancing. There’s a little bit of 
everything.

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School Board Seeks 
Changes in Meetings

Following an uproar re¬ 
garding the public speech 
portion of the weekly San 
Francisco Board of Education 
meetings, the board last week 
referred possible changes in 
its meeting structure to the 
Rules Committee. 

The committee will ex¬ 
plore changes in the board’s 
bylaws to allow every other 
meeting of the School Board 
to be a “special meeting” 
without public comment ex¬ 
cept on agenda items. 

The Rules Committee will 
also explore moving the pub¬ 
lic comment portion of the 
meeting to after the meeting 
instead of before considera¬ 
tion of agenda items. 

The matter was referred to 
the committee following a re¬ 
cent flap involving attempts 
by Board President Joanne 
Miller to change last week’s 
meeting to a “special meet¬ 
ing” that precluded comment 
on non-agenda items. 

Miller later abandoned the 
move after it was discovered 
to violate the bylaws of the 
board. 

Gay and lesbian activists 
saw the move as an attempt 
to squelch continuing public 


criticism over the January 
election of Miller to the board 
presidency over Tom Ammi- 
ano, a gay teacher and parent. 

Miller, who was not origi¬ 
nally a candidate for the post, 
was a last-minute nomination 
and voted for herself. She de¬ 
nied that the move was homo- 
phobic. 

Had the board followed 
past practice, Ammiano, the 
top vote-getter during the 
1990 School Board election, 
would have been seated. 

Miller and other board 
members have been severely 
criticized for what is seen by 
many as a political maneuver 
to stave off a gay School Board 
president. Miller is up for re- 
election this year. 

At the Feb. 25 board meet¬ 
ing, Jean Harris, a special as¬ 
sistant to Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan, who had previously lam¬ 
basted the board over the 
election of Miller, reiterated 
her position that she was 
speaking as a community ac¬ 
tivist and not as a representa¬ 
tive of Jordan. 

Harris had made the same 
point several weeks ago, but 
following her comments, 
Miller complained to the may¬ 
or about her presence. ▼

Pax Et Bonum Awards 
Go To Plante, Casey

Pioneering Bay Area jour¬ 
nalists Ginger Casey and Hank 
Plante were honored last week 
at Dignity’s 10th annual Pax et 
Bonum awards dinner. 

Over 150 gathered at the 
Embarcadero Hyatt for a 
champagne fest at which 
Dignity members Jerry 
DiNoto and Jim McCrea also 
received awards. Chapter co¬ 
chair Tom Carroll said that he 
was particularly glad to honor 
Plante and Casey because 
“journalists influence events 
and shape our perception of 
ourselves.” 

Casey told the gathering, “I 
learned from you and others 
on the front lines of the AIDS 
crisis about the power of love 
to sustain us no matter how 
dark the night.” Casey has 
aired numerous stories on 
AIDS for KQED-TV, where 
she is the news anchor. 

Plante said, “It has always 
been a source of astonishment 
and hope to me that the preju¬ 
dice of the church has spawned 
groups with names like Digni¬ 
ty and Affirmation. I always 
dreamed of starting a group of 
angry Catholics and calling it 
Retribution.” Plante anchors 
for KPIX. 

Both Casey and Plante, 
who’s gay, were raised as 
Catholics. Plante said he was 
alienated by the church’s 
pathological attitude toward 
human fulfillment. Still feel¬ 
ing a need for spiritual focus, 
he was drawn to Unitarianism 
because of the absence of doc¬ 
trine in that denomination. 

“If you move into a 
Unitarian neighborhood, they 
come over and burn a question

mark on your lawn,” Plante 
said. 

National Dignity President 
Kevin Calegari of San Francis¬ 
co thanked the local chapter 
for a challenge grant of $7,500 
toward a comprehensive new 
software program. 

DiNoto echoed remarks by 
Casey about the need for uni¬ 
ty and encouraged others to 
become more active. “I feel 
that I’ve been to the top of the 
mountain, but no answers fol¬ 
lowed me up there,” he said. 
DiNoto chairs the fundraising 
committee. 

McCrea, a former chapter 
treasurer, said, “Dignity 
belongs to the gay and lesbian 
community and to the Catholic 
community. Each would be 
happier if we weren’t part of 
the other group, but our 
strength is that we insist we 
belong to both.”

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Bush Should Pay Up 

S upervisor Carole Migden is right on track in requesting 
that President Bush reimburse the city for expenses in¬ 
curred in providing extra police protection for his 
fundraising visit on Feb. 25. But as Mayor Frank Jordan 
said, I wouldn’t hold my breath. 

Cities have an obligation to provide protection for visiting 
officials and dignitaries. Had Bush conducted any official busi¬ 
ness on this visit, we would have been more than happy to ex¬ 
tend him that security. But his visit was purely political. And 
in fact, it was a slap in the face of our city’s liberal Democratic 
majority that the president would come here and siphon off 
hundreds of thousands of dollars for his re-election campaign, 
especially during a recession that has forced 8 percent of Cal¬ 
ifornians into the unemployment line. 

Our city — all cities — are suffering the brunt of the recession 
and federal budget cutbacks. San Francisco is in no position 
to pay for Bush’s political adventures. 

Some Republicans have said that the extra security was 
necessary because of demonstrators protesting Bush’s visit to 
the St. Francis Hotel. But that’s the price he should pay for 
coming into a city where he is unpopular because of his poli¬ 
cies, especially with regard to AIDS. 

The argument that ACT UP should reimburse the city for 
police expenses incurred during ACT UP protests is ridicu¬ 
lous. It would be fairer to bill those responsible for triggering 
ACT UP demonstratibns. 

The president is under no obligation to reimburse the city, 
but it would be a gentlemanly gesture if he would. The nation¬ 
al Republican Party is floating on a sea of cash, and paying the 
city back would let the GOP put their money where their 
mouth is when they say they are not the elitist party of the 
wealthy. 


The Ignorant Minority 

R epublican presidential candidate Patrick Buchanan 
made headlines this past week when he attacked gays 
by saying that “AIDS is nature’s retribution for vio¬ 
lating the laws of nature.” This is not news. He’s said 
this for years. 

Buchanan is now trying to fan the flames of the hysterical 
non-issues that conservatives always use to try to win elections. 
Unfortunately, they often work. 

Buchanan’s words prove how much of a fool he actually is. 
Fundamentalists like Buchanan still seem to believe that AIDS 
is a homosexual disease. They fail to see that most of the peo¬ 
ple afflicted with AIDS around the world are heterosexual. 
And in the United States, HIV is spreading fastest among het¬ 
erosexuals. This misconception is consistent with Buchanan’s 
inconsistent jingoist, isolationist philosophy. If he is unable to 
face the truth and see the whole complicated international pic¬ 
ture, how in the world could he ever be president? 

Those 30 percent or 40 percent of Republican voters that 
Buchanan is attracting in the primaries represent the most big¬ 
oted, ignorant and hateful segment of the population. Luckily, 
that’s not enough to put him in the White House. But, as some 
warn, if Buchanan is building a base for another run in 1996, 
we should be worried. Republicans are masters at polarizing 
the electorate with inflammatory issues like gay rights. Even 
moderately intelligent voters can be swayed to vote for bigots 
like Buchanan when polarizing issues are introduced into cam¬ 
paigns. Important issues like the economy and environment of¬ 
ten take a back seat to these volatile issues. The Republicans 
know this. 

Hopefully, Buchanan or David Duke will become megalo- 
maniacal enough and decide to run as a third party candidate 
and siphon off this segment of the electorate from Bush, letting 
the Democratic candidate, whoever that might be, sail into the 
White House this year.

No Time for Silence 


J oe Freitas is running against Milton Marks 
for the state Senate? This has got to be one 
of the most bizarre attempts at political 
recovery, amounting to more of Joe’s in¬ 
sulting attacks on the lesbian/gay com¬ 
munity. 

Everyone knows that as district attorney, 
Freitas was the brains behind Dan White’s slap- 
on-the-wrist sentence for the murders of Harvey 
Milk and George Moscone. What many people 
in our community may not remember is that 
Freitas plea-bargained one of the most brutal 
and notorious gay bashings of the time — the 
murder of Robert Hillsborough, where wit¬ 
nesses heard the attacker shouting “faggot, fag¬ 
got” as he stabbed Hillsborough six times. 

During his 1979 re-election bid, Freitas used 
red-light abatement laws in an attempt to close 
gay bars and clubs like the Nob Hill Theatre and 
the 1808 Club. After the protests against White’s 
five-year involuntary manslaughter sentence, 
Freitas vigorously worked to prosecute more 
than a dozen demonstrators. 

Marks, on the other hand, has advanced our 
community’s agenda at every opportunity. You 
may remember that Sen. Marks requested the 
Rainbow flag fly over the Capitol on National 
Coming Out Day in 1990 and for the AB 101 
March in 1991. 

But the Freitas challenge is not the only item 
for concern. Just when activists should be 
launching a crusade to defeat this man, the new¬ 
ly elected leadership of the Harvey Milk Lesbian 
and Gay Democratic Club remains silent. Ac¬ 
cording to Marks’ literature, the senator has the 
support of the presidents of Alice and Stonewall, 
and two past presidents of Milk who rarely agree 
on anything (Jean Harris and Bob Dockendorf). 

Absent from the list are the Milk Club’s new 
president and vice president for political affairs. 

When we voted for club officers in January, we 
expected leadership and action. Instead, we face

the possibility of another homophobic legislator 
from our city, and they remain silent. There is 
no room for silence and no time for delay — we 
must stand with Harvey and defeat Joe Freitas. 
The Democratic Club that bears Harvey’s name 
should be in the forefront of this crusade, and 
these officers should lead the challenge, not wait 
on the sidelines.

Gay-Sensitive United Way 

It is with concern that we read accounts of the prob¬ 
lems between our local United Way of the Bay Area 
(UWBA) and the Boy Scouts of America. 

I feel it incumbent upon me to state unequivocally 
that in my years as executive director (since 1956) of 
a member agency of United Way. I have always found 
UWBA to be “gay sensitive” and willing to consider 
programs and services for all clients. 

In 1971 we were open with the United Way and the 
members of our (then) allocation team about our work 
with the Society for Individual Rights in founding a 
counseling group for young gay deaf men “at risk” in 
terms of asocial behavior and substance abuses. The 
United Way encouraged this collaboration and our 
pioneering efforts in developing services for a popula¬ 
tion previously unrecognized by the United Way. 

Since that time, we have continued to be aware of 
(and participate in) various efforts of the United Way 
to establish and/or support separate or integrated 
services for gays and lesbians. 

The United Way’s “letter of agreement” is very clear 
in its policy of non-discrimination. That letter was 
reviewed by the members of our board of directors 
and staff before being signed and returned. If, as it ap¬ 
pears, representatives of the Boy Scouts of America 
signed that letter of agreement, then the onus is on 
the Boy Scouts to “live up” to that agreement. 

We fight to overcome discrimination against hard- 
of-hearing and deaf people. Discrimination based on 
sexual orientation, race/ethnic origin or any other fac¬ 
tor is just as reprehensible and must be fought at all 
levels. We applaud United Way’s policy on non¬ 
discrimination and trust the community will also sup¬ 
port it.

Instead of generating more useless and contradic¬ 
tory theories about the origins of sexuality — theories 
designed to predict and possibly modify the innate 
beauty and creativity of human diversity — our 
learned authorities might ponder the motives of a

Price Tag on Our Lives 

As a longtime AIDS volunteer at Kaiser Hospital/San 
Francisco, I recently watched a wonderful man (a 
physician, to boot) succumb not just to an unrelenting 
virus, but to the overwhelming hopelessness and 
despair that enfolded him in his final months and caus¬ 
ed him to simply “give up.” 

What pained me so, and frightens me as an HIV¬ 
positive man, is the apparent lack of psychological 
support that my client received to help him in his 
struggle with severe depression and despair. He lay 
in his hospital bed, receiving only brief and occasional 
visits by a wonderful social worker too overloaded to 
make more than a cursory call. He sunk into deeper 
depression while excellent consultants from the 
Department of Psychiatry, overworked and overstret¬ 
ched themselves, fully assessed his needs but couldn’t 
take the time to make the sort of heart-to-heart con¬ 
nection that heals. 

Despite the love and interest that I brought during 
my weekly visits, my client needed skilled, profes¬ 
sional care that is beyond my reach. Sadly, in the huge 
medical establishment that is Kaiser, nobody seems 
available to help AIDS and other inpatients really 
tackle the discouragement and depression that so easi¬ 
ly saps them of their will to live. Of course, I know it’s 
an issue of economics. It just hurts to think that there’s 
a price tag on our lives — and nobody at Kaiser seems 
willing to pay.

Picking up a bit of street debris is a personal state¬ 
ment about pride in our neighborhood, an act that 
might slowly inspire others to change their habits — 
maybe to stop tossing their garbage in front of their 
feet, or even to join in cleaning it up. All I can say is 
that so far no one has suggested that I’m crazy for do¬ 
ing this. And not one person has button-holed me and 
and shouted, “Hey, stop that. I like trash.”

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Buchanan Banking on '96 


T he national Republican 
Party has found a twin 
to Louisiana’s David 
Duke and his name is 
Patrick Buchanan. Indeed, 
Buchanan, the famed televi¬ 
sion commentator who once 
served as a gofer in the Nixon 
administration, is quickly 
proving to be little other than 
the rich Republicans’ cleaned- 
up version of the grand wizard 
himself, David Duke. 

Only Buchanan is more dan¬ 
gerous than the neo-Nazi 
Duke. Why? Because Bucha¬ 
nan is a very serious candidate 
for president — in 1996. In his 
most optimistic hour not even 
Buchanan, despite his 
“respectable” showings so far 
in the popularity contests 
against Bush, expects to win 
the nomination this year. What 
he does expect to do — and in¬ 
deed he very well might — is 
to become the Republican 
nominee in 1996. 

Note the similarities in the 
Buchanan campaign with 
those of 1976 when former 
California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan challenged sitting Re¬ 
publican President Gerald 
Ford for the nomination. 

Reagan, the new darling of 
the right, and of those who saw 
moderate Ford as a sellout to 
the moderate wing of the GOP, 
went after then-President Ford 
in the ’76 GOP primaries, em¬ 
barrassing him in the New 
Hampshire primary and 
wounding him in a series of 
others. They turned the GOP 
convention that year in Kansas 
City into an intra-party blood¬ 
bath, only to leave the GOP in 
such shambles that year that a 
little-known peanut farmer 
from Georgia could lead the 
Democratic Party to victory. 

All the better for Reagan 
and the right wing of his party 
to pick up the pieces and win 
it all a mere four years later. 
That’s exactly what Buchanan 
and the right-wing bigots in 
the Republican Party have 
planned for this year and 1996. 

Even if Bush does manage to 
survive the Buchanan assault 
and put the party pieces back 
together enough to edge out a 
win in November, it is by law 
Bush’s last term, and Bucha¬ 
nan and the homophobic, rac¬ 
ist, anti-Semitic, religious right 
forces within the Republican 
Party are poised to take over 
the GOP and hand the nomina¬ 
tion to Buchanan in 1996. 

After all, as it stands now, 
Dan Quayle remains the heir 
apparent of the Bush years in 
the White House, and the vice 
president, despite all the 
public-relations efforts in the 
world, still remains a joke — 
even within his own party. 

Certainly, there will be 
“moderates” within the GOP 
like Jack Kemp, Pete Wilson 
and others who will be in¬ 
terested in the ’96 GOP 
nomination, but there are a 
hell of a lot more zealots within 
the Republican Party than 
there are moderates, and the 
1996 nomination is what 
Buchanan and his followers 
are now shooting for. 

Who is Buchanan? Well, for 
starters he is a wide-eyed 
homophobe who a few years 
ago proclaimed that AIDS is 
God’s “retribution” against 
gays and has repeated that 
belief as recently as last 
month. 

Buchanan is widely known 
to be anti-Semitic, and he once 
suggested in a position paper

for the Nixon administration 
that blacks were genetically in¬ 
ferior. Those who know him 
the best will say privately that 
his beliefs are a lot closer to 
those of Duke than they are to 
Bush or any other Republican. 

Buchanan sees himself as 
some kind of latter-day conser¬ 
vative in the mold of Reagan. 
In fact, he invokes Reagan’s 
name at every opportunity. He 
is no flash-in-the-pan comedy 
political character. Indeed, he 
is a dangerous neo-Nazi, gay- 
hating bigot whom the party of 
Abraham Lincoln, William 
Howard Taft and Dwight 
Eisenhower might very well 
choose as their nominee for 
president in 1996.

Incidentally, if you missed 
Rob Morse’s column in the 
Sunday Examiner on the 
above-mentioned Buchanan, 
you missed one of Morse’s 
best. 

Community College Board 
member Tim Wolfred has 
decided against a race for 
supervisor this year, but you 
can look for attorney Paul Wot¬ 
man, a respected and hard¬ 
working gay rights activist, to 
announce his candidacy for 
supe any day now. 

Cleve Jones is already a can¬ 
didate, and the question arises 
whether two well-known gay 
men can win this year. Why 
not? It was little more than a 
year ago that two qualified les¬ 
bian activists, Carole Midgen 
and Roberta Achtenberg, won 
in the same election. With 
Harry Britt reportedly not run¬ 
ning for re-election this year, 
along with the fact that (in my 
mind, anyway) one of the in¬ 
cumbents, if not two of them, 
deserve to be defeated, I think 
both Jones and Wotman could 
be, and in fact, should be 
elected this year. 

Someone sent me a copy of 
Rep. Barney Frank’s new 


book, “What Wrong With the 
Democrats and How to Fix It” 
(Times Books: $19; 164 pp.), 
and this one is a must for politi¬ 
cal junkies. 

I know all the stories about 
sour grapes and sore losers in 
politics, but will someone tell 
those writers at the Examiner 
that the mayoral election is 
over and their guy (Art Agnos) 
lost. Talk about overworking 
the Jim Fang story: I mean, 
there must be another way the 
Ex can find to embarrass 
Frank Jordan. 

The handwriting on the 
wall: after receiving only 283 
votes in the New Hampshire 
primary, left-wing Marxist 
Lenora Fulani, a New York 
psychotherapist with a num¬ 
ber of friends in San Francis¬ 
co, has pulled out of the re¬ 
maining Democratic contests, 
but will run in November as 
the candidate of the New Ali- 
ance Party, hoping to get on 
the ballot in about 40 states. 
Proving more talented at fund¬ 
raising than winning votes, 
Fulani has already qualified 
for $760,000 in federal mat¬ 
ching funds. 

And locally, with practically 
no one taking the Quentin 
Kopp for U.S. Senate trial 
balloon seriously, the name of 
Joseph M. Alioto, son of the 
former mayor, is being kicked 
around as an “independent” 
Senate candidate for John 
Seymour’s seat. Neither 
Seymour nor Dianne Fein- 
stein is reportedly panicking at 
this one. 

And speaking of Senate can¬ 
didates, at the state Republi¬ 
can convention this past week¬ 
end in Burlingame, Seymour, 
himself an anti-gay stooge of 
Gov. Pete Wilson, accused his 
GOP primary opponent, Rep. 
William Dannemeyer, of ad¬ 
vocating “genocide” against 
gays and others with the AIDS 
virus. Saying that “it’s hard to 
take serious a candidate who 
advocates genocide,” the in¬ 
terim senator (Seymour) ac¬ 
cused the anti-gay Dan¬ 
nemeyer of calling for people 
who tested positive for the 
AIDS virus to be “wiped... off 
the face of the Earth.” Dan¬ 
nemeyer, who shares the title 
of the most hated homophobe 
in Congress with Sen. Jesse 
Helms, did not deny having 
made the statement, but mere¬ 
ly pushed for his political plat¬ 
form of “social conservatism” 
based on “family, home, 
church and community.” Fein- 
stein and the state Democrat¬ 
ic Party have to be wishing the 
California Republicans would 
hold a convention every week¬ 
end. 

In San Jose, Lou Cobar- 
ruviaz, that city’s popular new 
police chief, says he’ll recruit 
gay and lesbian officers, mak¬ 
ing his city only the third, 
after San Francisco, in the 
state to do so. Cobarruviaz says 
he’ll begin by speaking at his 
city’s gay pride celebration in 
June. 

Former California Gov. Jerry 
Brown, still a presidential can¬ 
didate longshot at best, says he 
will pick Jesse Jackson as his 
veep running mate if he wins 
the July nomination. Hey, what 
if the two of them switched 
places and we end up with a 
Jackson-Brown ticket? (Sorry! 
You probably saw that one 
coming, didn’t you?) 

Remember when Elizabeth 
Taylor allowed only one photo-

A gay man who manages a 
Tenderloin residential hotel 
owned by a non-profit hous¬ 
ing corporation has received 
the third annual Traveler’s 
Aid of San Francisco Phoebe 
Apperson Hearst Award. 

Bob Hawes, who manages 
Civic Center Residence, a 200- 
room, low-income residence 
owned by the Tenderloin 
Neighborhood Housing De¬ 
velopment, received the 
award on March 4 at a dinner 
held at the Delancey Street 
Foundation. 

Former Mayor Dianne Fe- 
instein was the keynote 
speaker at the dinner, which 
was a benefit for the Travel¬ 
er’s Aid Society. 

“It’s really quite an honor,” 
Hawes told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “Homelessness is get-

ting worse. What’s really sad 
is that so many families are 
becoming homeless. And a 
third of the homeless are vet¬ 
erans. That’s an outrage.” 

Traveler’s Aid, according 
to Liz Rezner, the agency’s 
executive director, rents 20 
rooms at the Civic Center site 
for homeless families who re¬ 
ceive social services and coun¬ 
seling. 

According to Rezner, half 
of the families eventually 
move out of the program into 
permanent housing. 

“Bob has been exceptional¬ 
ly sensitive to the needs of 
families and has welcomed 
them into the building. The 
housing is wonderful. Every¬ 
one has a room to live in 
rather than living in a shelter 
or congregate housing facili¬ 
ty,” Rezner said. 

Hawes, the former presi¬ 
dent of the Central City Hos¬ 
pitality House board of direc¬ 
tors, is on the advisory com¬ 
mittee of Acceptance Place, a 
residential gay alcohol recov¬ 
ery program; a member of 
the board of directors of 
Swords to Plowshares, a vet¬ 
erans’ rights group; and a 
member of the Heritage 
Foundation.

Anti-Bush Protesters 
To Appear March 26

The 16 AIDS activists ar¬ 
rested during the Feb. 25 
protest against President 
Bush will appear March 26 to 
face charges. 

Nine activists were arrest¬ 
ed for handcuffing themselves 
to a mezzanine entrance of 
the St. Francis Hotel in 
Union Square, sitting down 
and chanting protest slogans. 
Seven were arrested outside 
the hotel and charged with 
battery on a police officer. 

Bush, who was in San 
Francisco for a fundraising 
luncheon, drew the ire of 
AIDS activists because of his 
national AIDS and health¬ 
care policies. 

The arrests inside the ho¬ 
tel occurred after the director 
of security for the hotel or¬ 
dered activists to cease the 
protest and leave the site. 
When the protesters refused, 
he made a citizen’s arrest for 
trespassing with the intention 
to interfere with lawful busi¬ 
ness. 

After refusing a police or¬ 
der to leave the premises, all 
were arrested. 

Police used bolt cutters to 
cut the cuffs off the AIDS ac¬ 
tivists. One whistle was 
seized from Ellen Yellowbird 
“who was creating a distur¬ 
bance” by blowing it while 
she was being arrested, ac¬ 
cording to the police report. 

Arrested inside the St. 
Francis were Jorge Cortines, 
Joshua Clover, Nancy 
Solomon, Ryan Kahl, James 
Lee, Rebecca Hensler, 
Thomas Reynolds, Ellen Yel¬ 
lowbird and Randi Gerson. 

The activists are scheduled 
to appeared in Department of 
Municipal Court on March 26. 

“George Bush came to this 
town to take money out of 
this town. He had no business 
being in this town,” Gerson 
said. 

Blasting Bush’s national 
AIDS policies and the lack of 
community-based national 
health care, Gerson said that 
what Bush’s AIDS policies 
have accomplished is “allow¬ 
ing all too many people to die 
of AIDS.” 

Seven other activists were 
arrested and charged with 


battery on a police officer af¬ 
ter they formed a circle and 
one activist donned latex 
gloves and began pouring a 
red liquid into plastic bags. 

The group, according to 
the police report, “broke and 
began to charge the barri¬ 
cades and began to climb and 
jump over them attacking 
the police officers on line. At 
the same time demonstrators 
began throwing red bags of 
liquid, possibly blood, at us,” 
the report states. 

According to the report, 
one officer’s faceshield was 
splattered with the liquid and 
he got it all over his face and 
uniform. 

Todd Kooyers was arrest¬ 
ed for throwing the objects. 
Also arrested were Colin 
Blakeney, Mindy Rice, Crys¬ 
tal Mason, Adam Gerics, Ja¬ 
son Bishop and Peggy Sue. 
All are scheduled to appear 
March 26 at the Hall of Jus¬ 
tice. 

“It’s an obscenity that 
George Bush would come to 
this community and ask 
$1,000 a plate for lunch when 
he hasn’t done anything about 
AIDS or HIV?’ Mason said of 
the reasons for the protest. 
“We’re charged with battery 
on a police officer and I can’t 
understand why.” 

Mason said that activists 
who perform civil disobedi¬ 
ence expect to be arrested for 
their actions because they be¬ 
lieve in what they are doing, 
but that police consistently 
overreact and act unprofes- 
sionally. 

“It’s their job to arrest us, 
not to judge us. Someday, 
someone is going to get hurt 
and there will be a lot of 
bellyaching and boo-hooing, 
but when is somebody going 
to do something about it?” 
she said. 

“They were arrested for 
battery because they threw 
balloons filled with red col¬ 
ored liquid at the officers. I 
think this went beyond civil 
disobedience. They commit¬ 
ted a crime and were arrested 
accordingly,” said Sgt. Jerry 
Senkir, a spokesman for the 
San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment. ▼

In February, Community 
United Against Violence was 
informed of these incidents in 
San Francisco:

— 2 reports of panhandler 
assaults, in which the as¬ 
sailant first asked for money 
and then attacked. Both in¬ 
volved weapons. 

— 2 reports of assaults in¬ 
volving anti-AIDS remarks. 

— 8 reports of gay male do¬ 


mestic violence. In all of the 
incidents one partner threat¬ 
ened and then physically at¬ 
tacked the other. 

— 2 reports of workplace 
harassment, both by fellow 
employees. 

— 2 of the incidents were 
turned into or reported as 
“mutual combat,” often a tac¬ 
tic by which the offender can 
get away with his or her ac¬ 
tions by claiming the violence 
was mutual.

us, but in the past the federal 
government has refused to do 
so,” Jordan said in a statement 
released through his press 
secretary, Steve Bloom. “It’s 
been tried several times in 
the past 10 years. I would 
welcome the federal revenue 
m these recessionary times, 
but I won’t be holding my 
breath.” 


At the same meeting of the 
Board of Supervisors, a reso¬ 
lution by Supervisor Terence 
Hallinan that condemned “the 
abysmal lack of national exec¬ 
utive leadership in combating 
the AIDS epidemic” was re¬ 
ferred to committee. 

The move allows public 
hearings on the issue. A 
spokesman for Hallinan said 
that all presidential candi¬ 
dates would be asked to ex¬ 
plain their platform on AIDS. 

The resolution also criti¬ 
cized presidential candidate 
Pat Buchanan’s comments 


that “AIDS is nature’s retribu¬ 
tion against those who have 
violated nature,” and calls on 
all candidates to publicly dis¬ 
avow support from those who 
appeal to prejudice based on 
HIV. 

According to Hallinan, as a 
result of the federal govern¬ 
ment’s “abdication of its fiscal 
responsibilities” concerning 
the epidemic, San Francisco 
will spend an estimated $21.4 
million in local tax dollars to 
pay for HIV prevention, edu¬ 
cation and treatment. T

erences and not an official 
party declaration such as an 
endorsement. 

“This is a huge victory for 
the president,” said Rep. 
Robert Dornan, R-Calif., a 
Bush campaign operative. 
“The president is going to 
feel very warm and fuzzy 
about California and Califor¬ 
nians.” 

Dan Schnur, a spokesman 
for Gov. Pete Wilson, said, 
“Stick a fork in Pat 
Buchanan. He’s done. If Pat 
Buchanan is not able to per¬ 
form better than this on such 
a small playing field, it bodes 
very poorly for a statewide 
campaign.” 

Buchanan supporters also 
claimed a victory of sorts in 
the decision of Bush backers 
to drop a proposed official 
party endorsement vote that 
would have carried more 
weight than a straw poll but re¬ 
quired a two-thirds vote to sus¬ 
pend the rules. 

“They chose to withdraw 
rather than to risk defeat,” 
said Richard Neff, statewide 
chairman of the Buchanan 
campaign. “They demonstrat¬ 
ed a willingness to cut and 
run. They failed in their pri¬ 
mary objective — the endorse¬ 
ment. We won the major bat¬ 
tle of this convention to head 
it off.” 

Buchanan supporters failed 
in an attempt to have the 
straw poll by secret ballot in 
hopes of a stronger showing 
for the conservative chal¬ 
lenger, whose name will ap¬ 
pear on the June 2 California 
primary ballot. 

They said many Buchanan 
backers work for elected offi¬ 
cials who support Bush, or 
are associated with programs 
and organizations under the 
thumb of Wilson or party of¬ 
ficials. 

“There were a lot of peo¬ 
ple who would have voted for 
Buchanan if they had a secret 
ballot, but they were intimi¬ 
dated to side with an insur¬ 
gent candidate,” said Andrew 
Russo of Monterey. “It would 
have been devastating to their 
careers.” 

Party leaders had touted 
the endorsement as a way to 
get the Bush campaign 
rolling well before the prima¬ 


ry, but Saturday they 
dumped the plan, saying del¬ 
egates thought it would set a 
bad precedent and preferred 
a simple straw poll instead. 

Wilson had urged Central 
Committee members by letter 
Feb. 19 to endorse Bush, but 
insiders said he and the Bush

campaign thought it unwise 
to unnecessarily risk a possi¬ 
ble weak showing for the 
president in the state with the 
most electoral votes. 

Chairmen of five GOP vol¬ 
unteer groups “were asked to 
come and announce a 
groundswell support for a 
straw vote to save face,” said 
Jon Fleischman, chairman of 
California Young Americans 
for Freedom. “They decided 
they couldn’t get it passed so 
they better cut their losses.” 

State Chairman Jim Dig- 
nan said the endorsement was 
the idea of his wife, Susan, 
and they had not consulted 
the White House or Wilson 
beforehand. 

Dornan predicted that Re¬ 
publicans will unite after the 
GOP national convention in 
August and become “one big 
juggernaut for George Bush.” 

“We conservatives in Cali¬ 
fornia know that Pat 
Buchanan doesn’t have a 
prayer,” Dornan said. 

“All the conservatives at 
this convention are saying if 
we damage Bush anymore 
than Buchanan has already 
damaged him, we are only 
killing our party and making 
the November race difficult.”

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Bill Would Require 
HIV Test for Marriage

SACRAMENTO - Cou¬ 
ples wanting to get married 
in California would first have 
to get a confidential HIV test 
under legislation announced 
Feb. 28 by Assemblywoman 
Carol Bentley, R-El Cajon. 

Her bill, AB 3744, would 
not prohibit a couple from 
marrying if one or both tested 
positive for HIV, which caus¬ 
es acquired immune deficien¬ 
cy syndrome. 

“The transmission of AIDS 
in our country is growing 
largest within our heterosex¬ 
ual population. While it is 
necessary to do whatever pos¬ 
sible to stop the proliferation 
of this disease among the ‘at 


risk’ populations, I believe we 
should also attempt to stop 
the advancement of the dis¬ 
ease with any new groups,” 
Bentley said. 

State law requires couples 
seeking a marriage license to 
be tested for syphilis. An HIV 
test must be offered to cou¬ 
ples, but they are not re¬ 
quired to undergo testing for 
the AIDS virus. 

“This bill should help curb 
the proliferation of this dis¬ 
ease between the couple and 
any offspring. However, since 
there isn’t presently a cure for 
AIDS ... I felt that unlike the 
syphilis test, a positive test re¬ 
sult shouldn’t prevent the cou¬ 
ple from receiving a marriage 
license,” Bentley said. ▼

and Gay Film Festival. 

Artists and civil rights 
groups decried restrictions en¬ 
acted in 1990-1991 that denied 
funding to work that was con¬ 
sidered, among other things, 
“homoerotic,” and these re¬ 
strictions were later dropped.

Isle of Man Crackdown 
Blamed in Suicides

A police crackdown in a 
park where men cruise for 
sex led to two suicides in 
mid-February on the Isle of 
Man, “a self-governing British 
Crown dependency” located 
in the Irish Sea between Eng¬ 
land and Northern Ireland. 

Police arrested 21 men just 
prior to renewed parliamen¬ 
tary debate on the repeal of 
the island’s ban on gay sex. 

One of the men, a gay ac¬ 
tivist, shot himself when po¬ 
lice tried to take him into cus¬ 
tody in his home. 

The other man, who was 
married, asphyxiated himself 
in his car following a court 
appearance for public inde¬ 
cency during which he had 
sobbed uncontrollably. 

‘‘T hese arrests were clearly 
politically motivated,” said 
Lisa Power, London-based co¬ 
secretary general of the Inter¬ 
national Lesbian and Gay As¬ 
sociation. “The Isle of Man 
police have undertaken simi¬ 


lar actions on earlier occa¬ 
sions when Parliament was 
about to discuss repealing the 
ban on homosexual acts.” 

ILGA called for worldwide 
protests at British embassies, 
consulates, Tourist Board of¬ 
fices and diplomatic missions. 

The Isle of Man gay sex 
ban violates European law, 
but the local parliament voted 
last year to retain it despite 
pressure from London and 
other signatories to the Euro¬ 
pean Convention on Human 
Rights. 

The British government 
has the authority to force re¬ 
peal of the ban but has pro¬ 
crastinated in doing so, even 
though the ban endangers 
Britain’s standing in the Euro¬ 
pean Community. 

“The British government 
has blood on its hands!” said 
Power. “The Isle of Man is 
part of Great Britain. The 
British government has failed 
to protect human rights for 
all its citizens with these sick¬ 
ening events as a result.” ▼ 


Taiwanese AIDS Activist's 
New Year's Gifts: Condoms

TAIPEI, Taiwan — An 
AIDS activist in Taiwan has 
added a new twist to the Chi¬ 
nese New Year custom of giv¬ 
ing cash to family and friends. 

This year Chi Jia-wei hand¬ 
ed out 1,000 condoms in red 
envelopes, the traditional 
packaging for holiday gift 
money. 

“If you want to get chil¬ 
dren to drink medicine, you 
sweeten it with syrup,” Chi 
said. “That’s what I’m doing. 
I want to get people’s atten¬ 
tion.” 

Chi exhausted his supply 
of condoms in two days last 
week and said he planned to 
distribute thousands more in 
April. 

“I bought a thousand to 
hand out as an experiment 
and I think it succeeded,” he 
said. “Nobody got angry and 
some people laughed.” 

One Taiwanese woman 
said the gimmick was a good 
idea. 

“I think it’s great,” said 


Francis Huang, 26. “Condoms 
are a safe way to protect our¬ 
selves.” 

Chi’s distribution method

been passed out in bulk to the 
island’s sexually conservative 
population. 

About 20,000 condoms 
were sent to subscribers of a 
dozen magazines last fall. 


The majority of the few 
hundred Taiwanese who have 
tested HIV positive are mem¬ 
bers of the island’s relatively 
small homosexual population, 
public health officials said. 

But experts fear an AIDS 
epidemic could break out in 
the island’s heterosexual pop¬ 
ulation because of misunder¬ 
standing about how the dis¬ 
ease is transmitted. 

Last year Taiwan’s health 
department initiated a public 
relations campaign to educate 
the public about the disease. 

Health Department Direc¬ 
tor Chang Po-ya warned Tai¬ 
wanese businessmen who 
travel to Thailand and Viet¬ 
nam against patronizing pros¬ 
titutes. 

The wife of one business¬ 
man who frequently travels 
abroad said she packs con¬ 
doms in her husband’s suit¬ 
case when he goes overseas. 

“I don’t worry about him 
when he’s here in Taiwan but 
who knows what could hap¬ 
pen in Thailand,” she told a 
TV talk show host. ▼ 


Persian Gulf States 
Target Tainted Blood

DUBAI, United Arab Emi¬ 
rates — Gulf states are devel¬ 
oping blood banks to combat 
the threat of AIDS transmis¬ 
sion, and awareness about the 
deadly disease is increasing in 
the conservative Muslim 
countries, regional health offi¬ 
cials said. 

Gulf countries such as 
Oman, Qatar and Bahrain are 
following in the footsteps of 
the United Arab Emirates to 
maintain local blood supplies 
instead of importing blood for 
transfusions, they said. 

“There is regional cooper¬ 
ation on the AIDS issue,” said 
Dr. Abdul Rahim Jaffer, UAE 
assistant undersecretary of 
the Ministry of Health said. 

While conservative Muslim 
countries in the Gulf acknowl¬ 


edge the existence of AIDS in 
other countries, they are 
silent on its incidence among 
their own populations. 

Regional health experts at 
conference on the issue said 
Islam’s social values keeps the 
AIDS rate low in gulf popula¬ 
tions. 

About half the 18 million 
population in GCC countries, 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar, Kuwait, 
Oman, Bahrain, and the 
UAE, are foreigners, mostly 
from countries such as Thai¬ 
land and India where the rate 
of AIDS is very high. 

GCC countries have re¬ 
sponded by tightening visa 
rules and increasing media 
awareness campaigns but de¬ 
cline to discuss infection rates 
among indigenous popula¬ 
tions. T

Sodomy Laws Lose Support 

Support for sodomy laws dropped to a new all-time low 
among entering college freshmen, gaining support from 
barely four out of 10, according to a just-released survey con¬ 
ducted last summer by the University of California at Los 
Angeles. Only 42.2 percent of all freshmen said they agreed 
with the statement, “It is important to have laws prohibiting 
homosexual relationships.” The figure represents a two per¬ 
cent decline since summer 1990 when 44.4 percent agreed, 
and an 11 percent drop since 1986 when support was at a 
maximum. The question about sodomy laws elicited one of 
the largest male/female divergences in the survey. Among 
males, 53.4 percent supported sodomy laws, but only 32.5 
percent of the women did so. Students at schools with high 
academic standards were less likely to support sodomy laws 
than those at schools with low academic standards. On re¬ 
lated social issues, 66.4 percent of all entering freshmen 
agreed that “the best way to control AIDS is through 
widespread, mandatory testing,” a figure unchanged from 
last year’s survey. The survey was conducted by the Higher 
Education Research Institute of the University of California, 
Los Angeles. The 1991 survey included responses from 
210,739 entering freshmen at 431 institutions, statistically ad¬ 
justed to approximate the 1.6 million first-time, full-time 
entering college freshmen. Survey results were released on 
January 13, 1992. - Paul Varnell 

Sheriff Sued for Firing Gay Deputy 

An unusual jury trial began March 4 in a lawsuit against the 
sheriff of Orange County, Fla., for firing a gay deputy 
sheriff. Sheriff Walter Gallagher is charged with violating 
Deputy Sheriff Thomas Woodard’s constitutional rights, in¬ 
cluding his right to privacy under the Florida state Consti¬ 
tution. The case has drawn national attention, and comes on 
the heels of a Feb. 3 court decision barring the Dallas Police 
Department from discriminating against lesbian and gay of¬ 
ficers and applicants. In April 1989, despite Woodard’s exem¬ 
plary performances and consistently high evaluations, the 
Sheriff s Office launched an investigation into his private 
life, including his off-duty sexual activity, based on informa¬ 
tion that he is gay. Although there was never any allegation 
bearing on Woodard’s job performance, the sheriff subjected 
him to a lie detector examination about his private life and 
adult sexual relationships. Woodard was then forced to 
resign because of the sheriffs belief that “homosexuality is 
unnatural, immoral and inexcusable.” In an extraordinary 
step, the local Fraternal Order of Police voted 2 to 1 to con¬ 
demn the sheriffs firing of Woodard. The trial, which 
takes place in the midst of the sheriffs bid for re-election, 
will feature testimony by several law enforcement officials 
from central Florida on behalf of Woodard. Following the 
jury trial, legal arguments will focus on the constitutional 
issues of the right to privacy, equal protection, and civil 
rights for gay people. The case is expected to go all the way 
to the Florida Supreme Court, where it will set the stage for 
a landmark ruling on the privacy rights of gay men and 
lesbians. 

Bush Goes Hard on Abortion Rights 

CHICAGO (UPI) — President Bush denounced congression¬ 
al attempts to broaden abortion rights, declaring to an evan¬ 
gelical meeting March 3 that he would veto the legislation. 
In an address to the National Association of Evangelicals, 
Bush, touching on familiar religious themes, also responded 
to charges that his GOP challenger, Patrick Buchanan, is in¬ 
sensitive to minorities. “We agree that we must speak out 
against racial bigotry and against anti-Semitism,” Bush said. 
White House officials have previously said they do not be¬ 
lieve Buchanan is racist. But concern over his remarks 
about minorities and women has forced the president to re¬ 
spond. In his speech to about 1,000 people, Bush touted his 
programs for $500 per child tax exemption, voiced his sup¬ 
port for school prayer, lashed out at child pomographers 
and committed himself to appointing tough federal judges 
to root out what he derided as “smut merchants.” He vowed 
to veto congressional legislation that called for federal fund¬ 
ing of abortion or expanded rights under Roe vs. Wade. 

Cincinnati Loses $4 Million AIDS Grant 

CINCINNATI (UPI) — The end of funding for an AIDS 
treatment center in Cincinnati will have a major impact on 
patients and research, the center’s director said. The Uni¬ 
versity of Cincinnati’s AIDS Clinical Trials Unit will lose a 
$4 million four-year grant from the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services in March. The grant provided 
nearly 70 percent of the research funds. Treatment center 
Director Ellen Vigdorth said the cuts will especially affect 
future AIDS studies focused on women, minorities and 
poor people. She said those groups have usually been un¬ 
derrepresented in studies. “It’s going to hit the people who 
historically never got the best of care,” Vigdorth said. “Mi¬ 
norities, women and the poor will have to go to Columbus. 
We had a hard time getting them in here, and they do not 
have the resources to get to Columbus.” Richard Buchanan, 
a lawyer who represents people with AIDS, said the cuts 
also mean people will also have trouble getting new drugs 
when they become available. Vigdorth said about 400 pa¬ 
tients have been involved in the experimental treatment 
programs the past four years. Another 100 patients now in 
the UC AIDS Treatment Center will continue in that pro¬ 
gram. 


Cuomo, Dinkins Push Bias Bill

ALBANY, N.Y. - Gov. 
Mario Cuomo, New York 
City Mayor David Dinkins 
and several law enforcement 
officials have called on the 
state Senate’s Republican ma¬ 
jority to pass the governor’s 
anti-bias crime legislation. 

Cuomo blamed the GOP 
for delaying a vote and urged 
Republican senators to “take 
a stand and explain why” 
they have repeatedly blocked 
legislation. 

“The Republicans’ refusal to 
deal with the bill is unaccept¬ 
able and inexplicable,” Cuomo 
said. 

“If the majority feels so 
strongly about it, why won’t 
they stand up and say why?” 
Cuomo asked. 

The proposed Bias Related 
Violence or Intimidation Act 
would sanction those who en¬ 
gage in violence against oth¬ 
ers because of race, creed, col¬ 
or, national origin, disability 
or sexual orientation. 

In urging the Republican 
majority to consider the bill, 
Cuomo suggested passage 
with a sunset clause, which 
would confine the law in ef-

feet to a limited time period. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Ralph Marino said the GOP 
has its own plan dealing with 
bias crime. 

Instead of creating a sepa¬ 
rate bias crime category, as 
Cuomo’s plan would, the Sen¬ 
ate bill requires judges, when 
imposing sentences, to consid¬ 


er whether the crime was 
bias motivated. 

“The governor’s plan 
places an additional burden of 
proof on prosecutors to prove 
the defendant’s motive of bias 
or prejudice,” state Sen. Dale 
Volker said. 

Cuomo offered his own 
ideas on why the Senate will 
not vote on his bill. 

“The law would apply to 
violence toward gays and les¬ 
bians, and the majority is 
afraid of taking a position on 
homosexuality,” Cuomo said. 

However, the Senate’s 
plan does include sexual ori¬ 
entation as a possible reason 
for a judge to impose a stiffer 
sentence. 

The Senate’s plan also in¬ 
cludes special penalties for as¬ 
saults committed by gangs. 

Dinkins said Cuomo’s bill 
“may not eliminate bigotry, 
but it will prevent many big¬ 
ots from acting on their ha¬ 
tred.” 

Attorney General Robert 
Abrams, another supporter of 
the bill, agreed that the law 
“will not be a quick-fix.” 

“This law would be a mes¬ 
sage of conscience for all New 
Yorkers,” Abrams said. ▼ 


Texas Can't Verify HIV Claims

AUSTIN, Texas - The 
Texas Department of Health 
said it cannot verify an AIDS 
counselor’s claims of an ab¬ 
normally high HIV infection 
rate among students in north¬ 
east Texas schools. 

The Health Department in¬ 
vestigation targeted claims by 
Dona Spence, an employee of 
the Ark-Tex Council of Gov¬ 
ernments, that six students at 
one school near Bogata tested 
positive for HIV. 

Dr. Charles Bell, chief of 
the Health Department’s Bu¬ 
reau of HIV and STD Control, 
said Spence’s files indicated 
that she was working with 20 
HIV-positive people under 
age 20 in the Ark-Tex COG 
nine-county area. 


“The records also indicate 
that 13 of the 20 are students, 
but the record contains no in¬ 
formation to allow TDH to 
independently verify this,” 
Bell said. 

He said the “interim con¬ 
clusion” was made based on 
an initial review of 138 
records. 

“This does not mean neces¬ 
sarily that the records and 
claims aren’t genuine,” Bell 
said. “It simply means we 
aren’t able to authenticate or 
verify the information in the 
files. We will continue our re¬ 
view by looking outside those 
files for possible verification.” 

Bell declined to say what 
other avenues would be ex¬ 
plored, but he said that inves¬ 
tigators had no intention of 
jeopardizing the confidential¬ 


ity of anyone who has tested 
positive for HIV. 

The Health Department 
was asked by Ark-Tex COG 
to investigate Spence’s case 
management records after 
concerns were raised about 
the authenticity of informa¬ 
tion regarding HIV-positive 
students in northeast Texas 
schools. 

Bell said it was known 
from AIDS case reports that 
there were HIV-infected teen¬ 
agers throughout Texas, in¬ 
cluding the nine-county area 
in question. 

He also said that 25 per¬ 
cent of AIDS cases in Texas 
were diagnosed among peo¬ 
ple in their 20s. 

“HIV is a very real threat 
to teens who engage in risky 
behavior,” Bell said. ▼

NEW YORK - Agreement 
was reached March 2 on the 
control of the annual St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade, but the 
question of whether a group 
of gay Irish Americans could 
join remained unsettled. 

The deal between the New 
York state and county organi¬ 
zations of the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians places legal 
control of the Fifth Avenue 
parade with the state group 
but allows the county AOH to 
remain the event’s organizers. 

The compromise came 
with the county group’s 
agreement to drop its lawsuit 
against the state group and 
the city in a demand for the 
parade permit. 

The 230-year-old parade 
has been in the hands of the 
county AOH for more than a 
century, but its refusal to al¬ 
low participation by the Irish 
Lesbian and Gay Organiza¬ 
tion prompted the city to give 
the permit to the state group 
this year. 

Manhattan state Supreme 
Court Justice Kristen Booth 
Glen, at a hearing earlier in 
the day, indicated that the 
county group’s legal standing 
to demand the permit was 
weak and urged the two 
groups to reach an out-of- 
court settlement on which 
will run the St. Patrick’s Day 
Parade March 17. 

“It has created chaos and 
confusion within the Irish 
community as to who is hold¬ 
ing it,” Brian O’Dwyer, 
lawyer for the state AOH, 
said outside of court. 

Although he said the state 
group is opposed to including 
the gay group in the parade, 
he added that further compro¬ 
mise was possible, saying the 
settlement with the county 
“portends a much more inclu¬ 
sive parade.”

HOUSTON - Former Ku 
Klux Klansman David Duke 
campaigned in the Houston 
area Feb. 27 where he criti¬ 
cized the proposed North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment and blamed the poor for 
the nation’s woes. 

At the Houston Livestock 
Show and Rodeo, Duke re¬ 
ceived a lukewarm reception 
from the public. He continued 
to repeat his message that 
President Bush has betrayed 
the values of conservatives 
and predicted the president 
would be “shocked” as conser¬ 
vatives turn to Patrick 
Buchanan and himself. 

A small group of 
protesters from Queer Nation 
interrupted Duke’s speech at 
one point. 

Police wrestled to the floor 
one protester carrying a ban¬ 
ner reading “Nazi go home!” 
He was forcibly evicted from 
the hall where Duke was 
speaking. 


“I believe a compromise 
will be worked out that will 
allow ILGO to march,” he 
said. 

Ernest Mathews, lawyer 
for the county organization, 
noted that his group opposed 
gay marchers in the parade 
and retained control of the pa¬ 
rade credentials committee. 

However, the settlement 
removed anti-gay parade 
chairman Frank Bierne from 
his post and restored to the 
march Brooklyn’s Division 7, 
which in a controversial move 
had hosted ILGO in the pa¬ 
rade last year and subsequent¬ 
ly been suspended. 

The next hurdle for event 
organizers and gay advocates 
is a March 6 hearing before 
the city Human Rights Com¬ 
mission, which is investigat¬ 
ing whether AOH sponsors 
violated ILGO’s civil rights. 

Hinting at the ongoing con¬ 
troversy over gay inclusion, 
the judge concluded the hear¬ 
ing saying, “I would only 
hope that the spirit of cooper¬ 
ation which the two organiza¬ 
tions of the Hibernians have 
shown might be added to a 
recollection by the Hibernians 
of the oppression which they 
have suffered in the past and 
openness to voices from peo¬ 
ple who are oppressed in our 
society today.” 

“I’m glad that they sorted 
out their differences but I’m 
concerned about where that 
leaves us,” said ILGO 
spokesman Paul O’Dwyer, 
who added that county, state 
and national AOH officials 
have refused to talk to his 
group about inclusion in the 
parade. 

“They’re doing to us what 
800 years of British colonial¬ 
ism has been trying to do to 
Ireland — denying our identi¬ 
ty,” he said. ▼ 


Duke also blasted the pro¬ 
posed NAFTA agreement 
with Mexico and Canada. 

During an evening rally in 
League City, Duke aroused 
about 700 supporters with his 
message blaming the nation’s 
ills on government and the 
poor. 

Duke promoted a three- 
point plan for reforming the 
nation’s welfare system: re¬ 
quire able-bodied recipients to 
work for government checks; 
enforce drug testing of recip¬ 
ients; and eliminate illegiti¬ 
mate births among recipients. 

“Welfare recipients aren’t 
very productive unless you 
count illegitimate children. 
And that way they’ve been 
very productive,” Duke said. 
“I want black people to be¬ 
come productive members of 
society. Until they do, we’ll 
all suffer. If it is immoral or 
wrong to discriminate against 
a black person, it is just as im¬ 
moral or wrong to discrimi¬ 
nate against a white person.”

Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass., held a re¬ 
ception Sunday night for 
commission members at the 
John F. Kennedy Library. 

The commission was invit¬ 
ed to Boston by Kennedy, 
who chairs the Senate Labor 
and Human Resources Com¬ 
mittee. 

The 15-member commis¬ 
sion makes recommendations 
to the president and 
Congress. 

Congress has approved a 
plan to finance 500 housing 
units nationwide for PWAs, 
but one AIDS activist said 
that is not enough. ▼ 


Women Blast 
Disability Proposal

BOSTON — Basketball leg¬ 
end Magic Johnson took his 
powerful message of AIDS 
awareness to a Boston high 
school March 2, urging stu¬ 
dents not to believe “it won’t 
happen to me.” 

Johnson, who was in town 
as part of the National AIDS 
Commission conference, told 
800 wildly cheering students 
at the Jeremiah E. Burke 
High School in the city’s 
Dorchester section that they 
need to take responsibility for 
safer sex. 

“What I’m trying to tell 
you is that (AIDS) is out here 
in a big way,” said Johnson, 
who was accompanied by 
Celtics star Larry Bird, Sen. 
Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) 
and Celtics President Red 
Auerbach. “Not only myself, 
but it affects you. And of 
course the safest sex is no 
sex. But we all know you’re 
gonna have sex. So if you’re 
gonna do it, you’re gonna 
have responsible sex. That 
means using a condom. Look¬ 
ing out not only for yourself, 
but also your partner.” 

Amid giant red bows and 
balloons and colorful signs 
saying “We love you, Magic,” 
Johnson told the students to 
stop believing AIDS was just 
a virus that only homosexuals 
could get. In reality, he said, 
75 percent of all present 
AIDS cases are heterosexual 
people. 

Furthermore, he reported 
that 54 percent of all 


teen-agers with AIDS are 
minorities. 

“In the black community, 
we gotta get out of denial. ‘It 
won’t happen to me. I’m too 
big and strong. I look too 
good.’ We gotta get out of 
that,” he said. “I thought it 
could never happen to me. 
And it did.” 

Several panels of the giant 

national AIDS quilt hung be¬ 
hind Johnson as he spoke. 
The quilt, whose pieces com¬ 
memorate the many who 
have died from the disease, 
has been in the Boston area 
since last week. 

Johnson told his young 
fans that his time on the court 


may be finished, but his life 
was far from over. 

“I’m gonna beat it. I’ve 
been working out. I keep 
stress off of me. And (I) keep 
a positive attitude,” he said. 

Shawanda Braxton, a 19- 
year-old senior from Dorch¬ 
ester, said she thought Mag¬ 
ic’s message was effective. 

“Now they’re gonna think 
about who they’re sleeping 
with. It’s like my mother al¬ 
ways tells me, ‘If you sleep 
with somebody, you’re sleep¬ 
ing with the person they slept 
with, and then you’re just 
gonna worry about it.’ I know 
I am,” she said. ▼

NEW YORK - Women, 
drug users and the poor will 
die before they can prove 
they qualify for AIDS-related 
disability benefits under pro¬ 
posed government rules, a 
coalition of community 
groups said. 

The proposal by the Social 
Security Administration, crit¬ 
ics charged, will continue to 
use a limited definition of 
AIDS based on experience 
with gay men in the early 
1980s to determine who qual¬ 
ifies automatically for disabil¬ 
ity benefits. 

Those who do not qualify 
must prove they are disabled 
through potentially time-con¬ 
suming procedures that may 
be especially difficult for any¬ 
one without a personal doc¬ 
tor, the coalition of health¬ 
care advocates, public officials 
and groups of people with 
AIDS charged. 

The proposal would “allow 
people to die before they are 
officially disabled,” the coali¬ 
tion said. “The new regula¬ 
tions, while seeming to ad¬ 
dress the needs of women, 
drug users and poor people, 
actually make it more diffi¬ 
cult for these persons to ob¬ 
tain disability benefits.” 

Automatic benefit grants 
would be denied to many of 
those swept up in the new 
wave of the AIDS epidemic, 


infected with HIV that can 
lead to a range of deadly and 
debilitating illnesses as well 
as AIDS, the coalition said. 

The Social Security Ad¬ 
ministration announced pro¬ 
posed AIDS-related regula¬ 
tion changes on Dec. 18, say¬ 
ing they would “expand the 
number of criteria that are 
considered so severe that they 
constitute clear evidence of 
disability.” 

The Coalition for Fair 
SSA Disability Criteria held a 
news conference in Manhat¬ 
tan Feb. 3 to denounce the 
proposal as not much differ¬ 
ent from current rules. 

One example of deficien¬ 
cies in the proposal was the 
case of Sonia P., said coali¬ 
tion leader Terry McGovern, 
the Legal Services lawyer 
who brought a federal lawsuit 
against Health and Human 
Services Secretary Louis Sul¬ 
livan to reform SSA rules. 

Sonia P., as she is named 
in the lawsuit, is a frail New 
Yorker without health insur¬ 
ance who must go to public 
hospital emergency rooms for 
care. Infected with HIV, she 
has an impaired immune sys¬ 
tem and has been hospitalized 
repeatedly for severe pelvic 
inflammatory disease, the 
lawsuit said. 

But she does not have 
AIDS as defined by the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control. ▼

AZT Lengthens 
Survival of PWAs

WASHINGTON - The 
anti-AIDS drug AZT doubles 
the likelihood a person with 
AIDS will live at least two 
years, researchers said March 
3. 

Doctors studying the sur¬ 
vival rates of 271 people diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS in Italy be¬ 
tween July 1987 and March 
1988 found the average sur¬ 
vival for those treated with 
AZT was over 22 months, 
nearly twice the average sur¬ 
vival of untreated patients. 

Nearly 85 percent of per¬ 
sons treated with AZT would 
be alive at one year and near¬ 
ly 46 percent would be alive 
at two years, estimated Dr. 
Stefano Vella of the Istituto 
Superiore di Sanita in Rome. 

For the untreated popula¬ 
tion, survival rates of 46 per¬ 
cent at one year and under 21 
percent at two years were cal¬ 
culated. 

“Our findings strongly sug¬ 


gest that (AZT) treatment sig¬ 
nificantly improves the sur¬ 
vival of patients with AIDS,” 
Vella said in the Journal of 
the American Medical Associ¬ 
ation. 

AZT, also called zidovu¬ 
dine, was approved by the 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion in March 1987. Since 
then its use has been recom¬ 
mended for certain HIV-in¬ 
fected people who have not 
yet developed full-blown 
AIDS. 

AZT and 13 other drugs 
approved for AIDS and 
AIDS-related conditions have 
increased a patient’s ability to 
live with the disease. 

An estimated 1 million 
Americans are infected with 
HIV, the human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus, which causes 
AIDS. Some 60 percent of 
those people have significant 
immune system impairment 
and over 130,000 have died 
from the disease. ▼

Only Certain Forms of HIV 
Found Transmitted to Infants

WASHINGTON - Only 
some forms of the AIDS virus 
are transmitted from an HIV- 
infected mother to a new¬ 
born, suggesting a selection 
process that enables the infec¬ 
tion to escape a woman’s im¬ 
mune system and presenting 
another challenge to vaccine 
researchers, scientists said 
Feb. 27. 

In a study of infants infect¬ 
ed with the human immunod¬ 
eficiency virus, Steven Wolin- 
sky and colleagues from the 
University of Chicago Medi¬ 
cal School found only a “mi¬ 
nor subset of the maternal 
virus is transmitted to the in¬ 
fant.” 

Up to 30 percent of infants 
born to HIV-infected mothers 
are infected at birth. The 


Chicago researchers said their 
findings indicated that the in¬ 
fected infants contract a vari¬ 
ant of the HIV infection pre¬ 
dominant in the mother. 

A typical person with HIV 
infection may have dozens of 
variants of the virus, which 
has proven its ability to 
change and hide from a per¬ 
son’s immune system. This 
ability to change complicates 
efforts to develop an effective 
vaccine. 

These latest findings sug¬ 
gest some variations of HIV 
may be more infectious than 
others, raising the possibility 
that treatment and prevention 
methods could be targeted. 

All three infants studied 
had fewer different versions 
of the virus than their moth¬ 
ers and two had a form that 
was found infrequently in the 


mother. 

“Each infant’s viral se¬ 
quence is derived from an 
antigenically distinct variant 
arising in its mother and es¬ 
caping a critical immune 
surveillance mechanism dur¬ 
ing gestation,” the researchers 
said in the journal Science. 

The U.S. Public Health 
Service estimates that about 1 
million persons are infected 
with HIV and that about 60 
percent have significant im¬ 
mune system impairment. 

The PHS projects that by 
the end of 1993, up to 480,000 
cases of AIDS will have been 
reported and up to 340,000 
will have died from the dis¬ 
ease. More than 130,000 
Americans have already died 
of AIDS. ▼

a thief. About that time news 
stories began to appear that 
implied that Gallo had 
“discovered” a cure for 
Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

“Bob and I went down a 
computer printout with the In- 
stitut Pasteur people in April 
1984,” Francis said. “The 
French, CDC and NIH all had 
identical results from a sample 
of serum that I sent out.” 

Gallo’s lawyer, Joseph Onek, 
said that his client did not 
share credit with Institut 
Pasteur because that would 
have required Gallo to actual¬ 
ly speak to Montagnier, which 
Gallo was unwilling to do. 

Francis said that Gallo’s 
arguments “are beginning to 
sound legalese.” Gallo pub¬ 
lished a report in Science 
magazine in 1984 that contain¬ 
ed numerous falsehoods, ac¬ 
cording to OSI. For one thing, 
the article gives no credit to 
Adi Gazdar, the researcher 
who created the cell culture in 
which HIV was isolated. 

The OSI report says that 
Popovic wrote most of the 
Science paper and that early 
drafts show that Popovic iden¬ 
tified the French virus as the 
same one that he and Gallo 
claimed to be the cause of 
AIDS. 

Gallo says to the contrary 
that although work leading up 
to his alleged discovery was 
done with a virus the French 
sent him, that work was not 
important enough to persuade 
him to share credit. 

The OSI report will be im¬ 
portant in the question of whom 
should hold the HIV test pa¬ 
tent because OSI has made the 
most thorough investigation 
into the Science article. Gallo 
and Popovic base their claim 
to the patent on that article. 

Last year Gallo said in an in¬ 
terview, “OK, so we made 
some mistakes, so what? I’m a 
tough guy and I didn’t auto¬ 
matically give credit, so 
what?” 

Gallo is now refusing all re¬ 
quests for interviews but Onek 
said, “These patent investiga¬ 
tions will go nowhere, I assure 
you.” ▼

Combination Therapy Study Under Way 

A two-year study of three drugs that fight infection with 
HIV, the virus that causes AIDS, has finished its pilot phase 
and now is enrolling patients at 28 U.S. medical centers, an¬ 
nounced the National Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases. The study evaluates the safety and effectiveness of 
the drugs alone and in combination as treatments for HIV 
disease, particularly among individuals in the early stages, 
according to Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of NIAID. Known 
as Protocol 175, the study includes the drugs AZT, ddl and 
ddC, all of which interfere with HIV’s ability to reproduce 
itself. During the trial, 2,100 participants will be randomly 
assigned for one year to one of four study groups: AZT 
alone, ddl alone, AZT and ddl, and AZT and ddC. Neither 
the investigators nor the participants will know who is in 
which group until completion. While previous ACTU 
studies have examined combinations of AZT with ddl and 
ddC, “the number of enrolled participants who were at an 
early point in their HIV infection is too small to accurately 
prove that such therapies are better than AZT alone for 
such patients,” Fauci said. “Because some HIV-infected in¬ 
dividuals develop an intolerance to AZT, we are sponsoring 
the trials to see if other drugs, either with AZT or alone, 
will be as beneficial but less toxic for those who have not 
yet developed AIDS.” 

AIDS Food Bank Needs Volunteers 

Volunteers are urgently needed at the Project Open Hand 
Food Bank to help bag and distribute groceries to men, wom¬ 
en and children with AIDS. Each week the Food Bank pro¬ 
vides two bags of groceries to 750 walk-in clients, all of 
whom earn less than $750 monthly and are disabled due to 
HIV disease. Another 700 clients receive home-delivered gro¬ 
ceries assembled at the Food Bank. To volunteer call Jane at

Anti-SB982 Forces Need Support 

ACT UP/San Francisco and other AIDS organizations are 
calling on Assembly members from the Bay Area to op¬ 
pose SB 982, a bill that would make it a felony for people 
with HIV to have sex someone without disclosing their sta¬ 
tus. SB 982 would establish a prison sentence for someone 
who has unsafe sex with or shares a hypodermic needle 
without disclosing their HIV status. A person who has safe 
sex without disclosing their HIV status could receive one 
year in jail. The bill, sponsored by Sen. Ed Davis, recently 
passed the state Senate. A coalition of groups including 
ACT/UP, the Black Coalition on AIDS, the ACLU and Pro¬ 
ject Inform has requested a meeting with Assemblyman 
John Burton, chair of the Assembly Public Safety Commit¬ 
tee, about the bill. 

AIDS Prevention Failing on Campuses 

RICHMOND, Va. (UPI) — Traditional AIDS education ef¬ 
forts have been worthless in encouraging Virginia college 
students to engage in safer sex through condoms or else to 
abstain. A seminar by the State Council on Higher Educa¬ 
tion confirmed frustrations that many college AIDS educa¬ 
tors have voiced individually about the lack of results or 
traditional messages — mixing blurbs about the deadly dis¬ 
ease with promotions to use condoms. About 77 percent of 
college students in Virginia are sexually active, a 1989 study 
by the Medical College of Virginia showed. Though 96 per¬ 
cent knew using condoms would reduce the risk of contract¬ 
ing the AIDS virus, only 25 percent used them regularly. 

“It’s not macho, it’s not cool” for men to use condoms, said 
Hildegard Owens-Richardson, an AIDS specialist at Norfolk 
State University. “But the main reason is they don’t know 
how to use them.” 



Jameson Patton (aka Lizzard) 

Oct. 25, 1942-Feb. 3, 1992 

Jameson Patton, the founder, owner and president of Greenleaf Produce Com¬ 
pany, died of AIDS on Monday, Feb. 3, 1992, at the age of 49. 

Jameson Patton was born Oct. 25, 1942, in Columbus, Ohio. As a young man 
he moved to New York to pursue a career in acting and modeling, appearing 
in plays and television advertisements. He traveled throughout Europe and lived 
in Los Angeles before moving to San Francisco in 1970. In that same year the 
new friends he made in San Francisco decided to live together to share their 
lives and resources in a communal household.^ Located on 1 8th Street near 
Dolores Park, they named their new family 
Hunga Dunga. There were other communes — 

Fell Street, The Angels of Light, Scott Street, 
and many more — all experimenting with shar¬ 
ing a non-discriminating lifestyle. Babies were 
bom and nurtured in a communal spirit. Jame¬ 
son was a pioneer in this movement. The con¬ 
cept of free service engulfed the new lifestyle 
and each household contributed its special gifts 
to the community. 

In 1971 Maxime le Forestier, a famous 
French writer and singer of folk and rock 
music, visited Hunga Dunga. He wrote a song 
about the commune called “San Francisco,” 
which became a number-one hit in France. 

Those were the halcyon days after the Viet Nam War and before the outbreak 
of AIDS. From this community sprang the Free Food Family, a food conspiracy 
whose principle was to give according to your means and receive according to 
your needs. Jameson was at the wheel of the van which was used to pick up bulk 
produce at the San Francisco produce terminal and deliver it to the participating 
families. It was here that the seeds of his future business were planted. 

Greenleaf Produce Company was created in 1974 and grew to become one of 
the premier wholesalers in San Francisco. Its customers include many of the 
finest restaurants, hotels and grocery stores in the city. Jameson’s forte was always 
quality and service. He was quick to see that the quality he wanted was avail¬ 
able from small organic farms, looking for a niche in the marketplace, which 
they found at Greenleaf. Today fifty percent of the company’s produce is acquired 
from these small organic farmers. Greenleaf has distributed organics to New 
York, New England, Chicago and Hawaii. In January of this year Jameson was 
honored for his contribution to the organic industry by the Committee for Sus¬ 
tainable Agriculture who presented him with their first annual “Jameson Pat¬ 
ton Award.” It will be awarded in his name each year to the person or organiza¬ 
tion most influential in the promotion of organic produce. More than 800 farmers, 
wholesalers and retailers were present at this year’s event. 

Jameson was a conscientious, generous and caring employer. At one time he 
employed more than forty people and all were served a hot vegetarian meal every 
day in the Greenleaf dining room. His wide-reaching influence in the produce 
industry will be sadly missed. Greenleaf Produce Company continues in busi¬ 
ness at the San Francisco produce terminal. 

Jameson was known to his friends by the childhood nickname “Lizzard.” He 
remained at the home he loved throughout his illness, lovingly cared for by a 
large network of devoted friends who organized a 24-hour schedule so that he 
was never without the attendance of an intimate personal friend. One of these 
friends was Lily Gurk-Mamell, who was bom at Hunga Dunga in 1971. She knew 
him all her life and tended him in his final illness. With him at his death was 
the love of his life and partner of 18 years, Steve Walton. Also present were dear 
friends Mike Marnell, Debby Daily and Linda Yannetty. All held him in their 
arms as the exquisite beauty of his spirit lifted and entered eternity. 

Dr. William Owen and Dr. Larry Waites attended him throughout his illness 
with professional and caring treatments. Very especially, Jameson wanted 
acknowledgment of the tender loving care he received from the nurses at OIS 
Davies Hospital, Dana, Kristin, David and Stephen, part of the army of angels 
on the front lines in the war against AIDS. 

His survivors, besides Steve Walton, include numerous friends; his parents, 
George and June Patton of Florida; his brother and sister-in-law, Pat and Pam 
Patton; and two nephews, Bart and Andy. 

Private services were held at his home on Feb. 9, and at Greenleaf Produce 
Company on Feb. 23. Jameson had requested donations in his memory to Project 
Inform, Mobilization Against AIDS and the San Francisco AIDS Emergency 
Fund.

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Texas' Discouraging Lessons

T exas is reeling from 
its second major 
AIDS scare of the sea¬ 
son. Both scares have 
turned out to be hoaxes, fake 
warnings about nonexistent 
HIVers. 

The first, a few months 
ago, concerned a teen-age 
woman who claimed to be an 
HIVer and “confessed,” re¬ 
peatedly, on radio call-in 
shows, that she was deliber¬ 
ately hanging out at singles 
bars and infecting men, as re¬ 
venge for her own infection. 
She subsequently admitted 
that she doesn’t have HIV, 
but this hasn’t hurt her bur¬ 
geoning talk-show appear¬ 
ances career. 

In the second incident, still 
playing out, a health official 
claimed that six students at a 
small East Texas high school 
had tested HIV positive. 

The first hoax was un¬ 
leashed when an unscrupu¬ 
lous Dallas radio talk-show 
host gave airtime to what 
should have been a rather 
questionable confession. But, 
true or false, it was obviously 
going to be good for ratings, 
so they went with it. 

The story grabbed head¬ 
lines and generated a wave of 
terror, as apparently a lot of 
guys out there had recent 
memories of unsafe sex with 
one-night stands. This tells us 
how much heterosexuals in 
Texas are practicing safe sex: 
not at all. 

The story also generated 
an incredible witch-hunt to 
uncover the vicious bitch de¬ 
liberately infecting Texas’ 
manhood. The hoaxster had, 
like so many people, over-es¬ 
timated how much protection 
from public scrutiny HIVers 
actually get. She thought she 
could operate in complete 
anonymity, which would al¬ 
low her to perpetuate the de¬ 
ception for some time. In 
practice, they targeted her in 
a few weeks and she was 
forced to confess her HIV¬ 
negative status. 

Once caught, she said she’d 
done the whole thing to try 
and raise awareness about 
AIDS. If this is true, she did a 
lousy job. The story rein¬ 
forced the general public’s il¬ 
logical belief that women are 
“vectors,” major paths of HIV 
transmission. The fact that 
men give the virus to women 
about 10 times as easily as 
women pass it to men got lit¬ 
tle or no airplay. 

Then there’s the whole is¬ 
sue as to how much HIV is 
transmitted deliberately. The 
hoaxster, projecting her be¬ 


liefs about HIVers onto us, as¬ 
sumed that we would be an¬ 
gry at the world and set out 
to revenge ourselves upon it. 

I have yet to see any evidence 
that suggests HIVers actually 
act this way. This is a fantasy 
that AIDSphobes cling to de¬ 
spite the evidence, and the 
Texas talk-show scare rein¬ 
forced it. 

Still, one could argue that 
the incident at least put AIDS 
in the news and raised aware¬ 
ness. But this media 
whorefest only ended up con¬ 
firming what most main- 
streamers already believed 
about AIDS — that it’s some¬ 
body else’s problem and that 
the threat to heterosexuals is 
grossly exaggerated. 

Criminal Stupidity 

The Dallas hoax appears 
to have inspired at least one 
“copycat” crime. Before the 
Dallas story had been fully 
debunked, a Midwestern col¬ 
lege newspaper printed a 
“personals” ad supposedly 
from a young woman warn¬ 
ing all her sex partners, pre¬ 
sumably too numerous to con¬ 
tact individually, that she had 
AIDS. 

It turned out that the 
young woman in question 
was the victim of slander 
from some boy she’d turned 
down, who’d thought up this 
phony announcement as a 
way to sully her reputation. 

It sure worked, too. No “in¬ 
nocent until proven guilty,” 
no benefit of the doubt; every¬ 
one believed the single, mali¬ 
cious, unsubstantiated report 
until it was officially de¬ 
bunked by the highest author¬ 
ities. The poor woman was 
shunned as a diseased pariah 
and is suing the campus pa¬ 
per for not confirming the 
source of such a sensitive ad 
before running it. 

I think she should sue 
them for criminal stupidity as 
well, for the entire ad betrays 
another bizarre AIDSphobic 
projection. What genuine 
HIVer would ever contem¬ 
plate publishing such a thing, 
when it’s perfectly obvious 
that to do so is social suicide? 
The moronic editors swal¬ 
lowed this implausible tale 
because it fit so well with 
their own sexist prejudices 
and beliefs. 

Living Under a Cloud 

The second Texas hoax 
was coined by Dona Spence. 
She began last October by an¬ 
nouncing “an unusually high 
infection rate” of HIV in East 
Texas. Such vague warnings 
didn’t have the desired galva¬ 


nizing effect, and more re¬ 
cently she reported that six 
students (out of a total of 197) 
at Rivercrest High School, in 
Bogota, Texas, had HIV. 

Such specific claims 
sparked another wave of ter¬ 
ror, which is only now subsid¬ 
ing. It turns out that Spence 
had applied for a number of 
federal and state AIDS 
grants, and she needed a good 
body count of HIVers in her 
region to qualify for them. 
Like the Dallas swingles bar 
hoaxster, she over-estimated 
the efficacy of HIV confiden¬ 
tiality protections. 

When pressed to provide 
evidence, even non-specific 
evidence, of the infections, 
she disappeared and is no 
longer available for comment. 

If she was, she would no 
doubt claim that she did it all 
to raise awareness about 
AIDS. But, as with the other 
hoaxes, she accomplished the 
opposite by providing still 
more “proof’ that reports 
about AIDS in the main¬ 
stream population are greatly 
exaggerated. 

For about a month, while 
Spence temporarily stone¬ 
walled demands for evidence, 
Rivercrest High lived under a 
cloud of AIDSphobia. Other 
schools cancelled scheduled 
basketball games with River¬ 
crest. Team members from 
those few schools that didn’t 
cancel refused to shake hands 
with Rivercrest players at the 
end of the game, and their 
supporters yelled AIDSpho¬ 
bic chants. It was a startling 
example of how extremely 
polluting the fear of HIV can 
be. The entire community 
was contaminated by the taint 
of AIDS. 

Magic's Impact 

The focus on basketball, in 
this case, offers some insight 
into the lack of effect of Mag¬ 
ic Johnson’s diagnosis on pub¬ 
lic opinion. 

Officially, responsible pub¬ 
lic authorities have declared 
that there is no reasonable 
risk of getting AIDS from 
Magic (or any other HIVer) by 
playing basketball with him. 

Unofficially, the general 
public would just as soon not 
take any chances. 

Magic is being allowed to 
do a few demonstration 
games, and to participate in 
the Olympics this summer. 
But when he started talking 
about rejoining the Lakers 
and playing regularly again, 
they hastily retired his num¬ 
ber. They can maintain a fa¬ 
cade of rationality for a few

'48 Hours'

W hile many of the TV 
daytime talk shows 
continue to hold 
“balanced” debates 
on whether or not you should 
exist or be tolerated, the net¬ 
work evening newsmagazines 
seem to be focusing their at¬ 
tention on lesbian and gay is¬ 
sues in a way that treats us 
like human beings. On Feb. 
26 the CBS show “48 Hours” 
devoted an hour to the increas¬ 
ing acceptance of hate groups 
in American society and pro¬ 
filed a fundamentalist homo- 
phobic group alongside the 
KKK and neo-Nazis. The 
show was hosted by Dan 
Rather. 

One segment dealt with 
Sean Slater, an articulate Ku 
Klux Klan leader who demon¬ 
strates the Klan’s increasing 
skill in publicizing themselves 
as a mainstream organization. 
Another segment covered the 
Boston Police Department’s 
hate crimes unit, and another 
profiled Bradley Smith (the 
man who recently made head¬ 
lines by placing ads in college 
newspapers declaring that the 
Holocaust was a hoax). 

The final segment looked at 
the Oregon Citizen’s Alliance, 
a far-right group sponsoring a 
ballot initiative that would 
mandate discrimination 
against lesbians and gays. 
Donna Redwing, a Portland 
lesbian activist, spoke articu¬ 
lately about our civil rights 
and about the climate of vio¬ 
lent hate fostered by the OCA. 
Scott Lively, head of the OCA, 
sounded just like the KKK as 
he denied hating lesbians and 
gays, but went on to defend 
his initiative, which would 
amend the Oregon state Con¬ 
stitution to declare that homo¬ 
sexuality is “abnormal and 
perverse conduct.” 

As we have seen in the cov¬ 
erage of Pat Buchanan’s pres¬ 
idential campaign, the media 
usually treat racism and anti- 
Semitism as a problem, but 
consider homophobia a valid 
“conservative” opinion. Ho¬ 
mophobes will certainly be let¬ 
ting “48 Hours” know that 
they object to being compared 
to the KKK and neo-Nazis — 
please send the show your 
thanks for taking both your 
humanity and hatred against 
lesbians and gays seriously.

'PrimeTime Live' 

On Feb. 20, the ABC news¬ 
magazine show “PrimeTime 
Live” offered a great profile of 
gay Massachusetts Rep. Bar¬ 
ney Frank. The piece, report¬ 
ed by Diane Sawyer, covered 
Frank’s coming out of the clos¬ 
et, as well as the controversy 
over his involvement with 
prostitute Steve Gobbi, but 
these issues were covered fair¬ 
ly and in proportion to the 
work that Frank does. 

The piece profiled Frank 
extensively before even men¬ 
tioning his sexual orientation, 
describing the esteem with 
which his colleagues and con¬ 
stituents view him. Sawyer 
described Frank as “one of the 
truly gifted legislators of our 
times” and as “a man who 
does the most scandalous 
thing you can do in Washing¬ 
ton — he tells the truth.” His 
views about Democratic pres¬ 
idential politics were discussed 
extensively. 

Viewers got to see even 
conservative politicians like 
Newt Gingrich praising

Frank’s integrity. The piece 
ended with attention to 
Frank’s lover of six years, 
Herb Moses. “PrimeTime 
Live” seems to be generally in¬ 
creasing its attention to 
lesbian and gay issues, and 
this time they did a fair job.

The Willow Glen Times 

It can be both fascinating 
and chilling to listen to bigots 
promote their prejudices while 
trying to prove they don’t real¬ 
ly hate anybody. Take for ex¬ 
ample an editorial by Jon 
Kennedy in the February Wil¬ 
low Glen Times (a monthly 
community paper in San Jose). 
Kennedy writes in support of 
the Boy Scouts’ policy requir¬ 
ing that gay Scouts and lead¬ 
ers lie about their sexual ori¬ 
entation. He begins by prais¬ 
ing the motives of (straight) 
people who oppose the policy 
(“to lend comfort to members 
of an oppressed group and 
make boys who think them¬ 
selves different ... feel wel¬ 
come”). 

Having established himself 
as a reasonable person, 
Kennedy launches into an 
overview of the problem of 
sexual molestation of chil¬ 
dren in our society (never actu¬ 
ally saying what this has to do 
with the issue). From child 
molestation it’s a short jump 
to the need to support young 
people who decide to be vir¬ 
gins, and here Kennedy states 
what he sees as the justifica¬ 
tion for the Boy Scouts’ policy. 
He says that virgins “are the 
youth most likely to be active 
in Scouting, and who should 
be the main focus of Scout- 
ing’s programs and policies. I 
don’t mean that non-virgins 
should be barred, but that 
quick and easy self-gratifica¬ 
tion should be discouraged....” 
Thus without ever having to 
make the outrageous state¬ 
ments that gays can’t be vir¬ 
gins, are promiscuous, and 
can’t be trusted with children, 
he reinforces those myths. 

Kennedy ends with an ar¬ 
gument that has to be read to 
be believed: “I believe that 
the persecution of homosexual 
individuals... must be stopped. 
... But I’ve read volumes on 
the subject, ... and I believe 
that the gay civil rights ‘cause’ 
is generally not just. The state 
has a vested vital interest in 
protecting the family and nur¬ 
turing children; it has no sim¬ 
ilar vital need to protect sexu¬ 
al arrangements among adult 
singles. ... Bottom line: what 
defines persons as homosexual 
... is simply ... their sexual 
practices. Those practices, 
like those of my parents, 
should be private; if they 
didn’t tell us, we might won¬ 
der, but we would not know.” 
So, once again, the discrimina¬ 
tion, the violence — all your 
fault, just because you can’t 
live a lie.

potential. This is my commit¬ 
ment. I could do no less and 
still hold my head up.” 

“He cares,” Abbitt said lat¬ 
er. “He feels others’ pain and 
he has a sincere desire to 
make it better.” 

Achtenberg said she was 
excited to have a candidate 
“of my generation, forged by 
life experience I share.” 

Achtenberg said she was 
confident that Clinton will 
make room for lesbian and 
gay participation “at the 
highest levels” of government, 
including the federal judicia¬ 
ry. 

Many other influential les¬ 
bian and gay leaders, includ¬ 
ing Human Rights Campaign 
Fund Board Co-Chair Randy 
Klose, endorsed Clinton, say¬ 
ing he will no doubt win the 
Democratic nomination. 

At the larger fundraising 
dinner lesbians and gays 
made up 110 of the 600 
racially and economically 
mixed audience. 

Several celebrities, includ¬ 
ing John Ritter, and movie 
studio bosses like Peter Gru¬ 
ber, head of Sony/Columbia 
Pictures, mingled with labor 
and union representatives, 
politicians including Senate 
candidate Gray Davis, and le¬ 
gal heavies like Chuck 
Manette, former chair of the 
Democratic Party. 

So far, Clinton has raised 
$900,000 in California alone, 
according to National Execu¬ 
tive Committee Chair Mickey 
Kantor. 

Former U.S. Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of State Warren 
Christopher seemed to best 
capture the sentiments of the 
crowd when he lauded Clin¬ 
ton’s character under test of 
fire. 

“The true test of a public 
figure is how he or she per¬ 
forms in times of crisis,” 
Christopher said, calling 


Clinton’s bout with the 
tabloids and his “thoughtful 
letter” about the Vietnam 
War a “moment for defini¬ 
tion” before the New Hamp¬ 
shire primary. 

“In those pressured days, 
the governor demonstrated a 
kind of character that is es¬ 
sential for a president and for 
a commander in chief. He 
was calm without being with¬ 
drawn, strong but not bel¬ 
ligerent, good-humored even 
when there was little justifi¬ 
cation for it. He avoided the 
paralysis of self-pity, and 
above all, he didn’t whine,” 
Christopher said. 

In his remarks Clinton fo¬ 
cused on his program for the 
economy, education, his “com¬ 
prehensive approach to health 
care,” and the need for “gen¬ 
uine national reconciliation.” 

“We need to embrace one 
another as human beings in 
this country,” he said. “It 
hasn’t done us much good to 
deny the humanity and de¬ 
prive the rest of us of the ca¬ 
pacity of people because of 
their sexual orientation.” 

A welcome surprise was 
the endorsement by U.S. 
Rep. Maxine Waters who told 
reporters afterward that “all 
is well” between Clinton and 
the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 

“I don’t think it’s impor¬ 
tant for the Rev. Jackson nec¬ 
essarily to chose a candidate 
at this time,” she said. “What 
I think is important is that 
Bill Clinton become the nom¬ 
inee and that Jesse Jackson 
supports the nominee. ... I 
think (Clinton) holds out the 
best promise for black Amer¬ 
icans of the candidates that 
are in this race.” 

Waters was also particular¬ 
ly impressed by Clinton’s 
grace under pressure when he 
was “personally attacked.” 

“He showed that he’s a 
fighter and that he’s willing 
to fight — fight hard,” she 
said. “And I think that’s very 
encouraging. I think people 
like fighters. I like a fighter.”

games here and there but 
don’t want to push their luck. 

It is a tribute to the gener¬ 
alizing power of AIDSphobia 
that the entire Rivercrest 
High population shared the 
taint of HIV. I’ll bet, though, 
that some got more taint than 
others. Can you imagine what 
it would be like to be openly 
gay at Rivercrest during the 
scare? 

I saw several Rivercresters 
on a daytime talk show, de¬ 
scribing how awful it was to 
be so unfairly hated and 
feared. But they betrayed no 
awareness that this is what 
HlVers go through all the 
time, or any sympathy for our 
plight. They, after all, are in 
fact innocent. PWAs, in con¬ 
trast, are guilty and therefore 
deserve to be shunned by nor¬ 
mal people. 

The Texas hoaxes teach us 
a lot of lessons, none of them 
very encouraging. One is that 
a good lie, tailored to fit pop¬ 
ular misconceptions, will al¬ 
most always outsell the truth. 

Another is that promises 
and legal guarantees of 
anonymity for HlVers are 
very flimsy, and are easily 
blown away by the first stir¬ 
rings of hysteria. 

Most of all, these incidents 
show how determined the 
mainstream is to ignore AIDS 
altogether, how successful 
they are at this, and how vul¬ 
nerable it leaves them to 
what should be immediately 
identifiable bullshit. 

A final ironic touch: last 
week the Austin school dis¬ 
trict cancelled a proposed 
plan to teach AIDS education 
in their high schools. You 
might think that three 
months of statewide hysteria 
would show how much this 
education is needed, but 
you’d be wrong. Texas ain’t 
George Bush’s official “home 
state” for nothing. ▼

according to Steel, that Hin- 
richsen was “too ill” to attend 
the Neptune service, implying 
to Saari’s mother that her 
son’s former lover was sick 
with AIDS. 

According to Steel, Jongor- 
don’s actions were calculated 
to cause Saari’s family inten¬ 
tional distress, conjuring up 
the specter of a decadent 
memorial service, the stigma 
of a son dead of AIDS and his 
ill former lover. 

When Saari’s mother 
asked Jongordon for the death 
certificate, he provided it. 
“AIDS” was scrawled across 
the certificate in large letters. 

The incidents reflected an 
anti-gay bias, Steel told the 
Bay Area Reporter, and were 
also an attempt to prevent the 
relatives from filing a lawsuit, 
according to a 1990 B.A.R. ac¬ 
count of the jury award. 

The suit was filed in late 
1985. Neptune attorneys ex¬ 
cluded all gay jurors from 
serving on the jury. 

The company’s unsuccess¬ 
ful appeal argued that Hin- 
richsen was not entitled to re¬ 
ceive damages for emotional 
distress because he was not 
related to Saari. T

Although this year’s SB 
855 money has not yet ar¬ 
rived, Baxter is sure that the 
bickering between federal 
and state agencies that is 
holding it up will be resolved 
in the next two months. This 
year’s funds will go entirely 
to help stop up a gap in the 
city’s overall budget caused 
by a recession-induced loss in 
local tax receipts. 

The bulk of next year’s $28 
million from SB 855 also will 
go to make up for losses in 
city appropriations to the 
Health Department. Howev¬ 
er, $9 million of the SB 855 
aid will finally be used to 
fund a series of programs out¬ 
lined in a Board of Supervi¬ 
sors resolution last August. 

Many of these new expen¬ 
ditures are AIDS-related. 
They include youth educa¬ 
tion, prevention and treat¬ 
ment programs as well as 
condom distributions through 
the schools and welfare of¬ 
fices. Start-up funds for a Les¬ 
bian and Gay Youth Center 


also are included. 

Another $150,000 is being 
reserved for a needle-ex¬ 
change project (once the state 
Legislature changes the law 
in order to allow it), and $2.5 
million will be used to ex¬ 
pand the number of drug-ad- 
diction treatment slots. Both 
of these innovations are part 
of the Health Department’s 
plan to reduce HIV transmis¬ 
sion. 

The Health Department 
also wants to spend nearly $2 
million to renovate San Fran¬ 
cisco General’s overcrowded 
AIDS clinic and to accommo¬ 
date more AIDS patients at 
the neighborhood health cen¬ 
ters. Hiring of additional pro¬ 
gram staff is also in the 
works. 

Overall, AIDS programs 
withstood the budget on¬ 
slaught. Health Department 
expenditures for AIDS will 
total $75 million next year. 
This represents a 62 percent 
increase over two years, due 
mainly to a boost from feder¬ 
al programs. 

One major blow to the 
AIDS program is the delay in 
establishing a residence for 
persons with AIDS-related de¬ 
mentia. That unit originally 
was slated to start last fall, 
but was put off to this spring 
in an effort to save money. 
Now it will not commence 
until the department finds 


outside grants to finance it. 

But keeping AIDS services 
constant makes no provision 
for the increasing number of 
city residents living with 
AIDS as survival time length¬ 
ens. Further, a broadening of 
the federal government’s def¬ 
inition of AIDS is slated to 
take effect in April. 

San Francisco AIDS Office 
officials are estimating that 
the new definition will at 
least double the number of 
persons eligible for an AIDS 
diagnosis and spark an in¬ 
creased demand for city ser¬ 
vices. San Francisco’s yearly 
medical expenses alone could 
grow by $6 million due to this 
change. 

The lack in planning for 
AIDS growth is indicative of 
a lack of foresight in the bud¬ 
get as a whole. In an inter¬ 
view, Raymond Baxter cited 
capital expenditures and pro¬ 
gram evaluation as big gaps 
in the current budget. As a re¬ 
sult, San Francisco will face 
an unavoidable gradual ero¬ 
sion of services even as Bax¬ 
ter and Mayor Jordan pledge 
that financial difficulties will 
not result in reduced service. 

As the Health Department 
struggles with aging equip¬ 
ment and buildings plus an 
inability to hire new staff, 
clients will struggle with in¬ 
creased wait times for ap¬ 
pointments and health-care 
needs that in reality can no 
longer be dealt with. At the 
same time, the shriveling of 
administrative staff will make 
it harder to detect and correct 
wasteful expenditures or de¬ 
velop new revenue sources. 

The budget now goes to 
the Mayor’s Office for review. 
There, new health cuts might 
be demanded in an effort to 
shore up other city depart¬ 
ments. While the mayor 
claims to be committed to 
maintaining the AIDS budget, 
further budget shrinkage 
could affect the Health De¬ 
partment’s overall function¬ 
ing. ▼

lights turned out. 

Phillips was booked at the 
Hall of Justice and later trans¬ 
ferred to the psychiatric unit 
of San Francisco General 
Hospital, Erdelatz said. 

Homicide inspectors are 
also seeking leads in the mur¬ 
der of Jaime Albarron, a 42- 
year-old Hispanic male who 
was murdered early March 1 
between 5:30 and 6 a.m. near 
9th and Folsom. Albarron and 
the suspect police are seeking in 
the homicide were involved 
in a mutual combat-type situ¬ 
ation. Both appeared very 
drunk, according to witnesses 
to the incident, and after an 
argument that involved an al¬ 
tercation, the suspect went up 
the street and was followed 
by Albarron. 

“He (Albarron) was 
stabbed and collapsed,” Erde¬ 
latz said. Albarron lay mortal¬ 
ly wounded where he fell for 
about 45 minutes because 
passersby apparently thought 
he was merely intoxicated. 

Homicide inspectors are 
seeking a Hispanic male, age 
35, approximately 5'10" and 
weighing 150-160 lbs. The sus¬ 
pect has collar-length wavy 
black hair and may have been 
wearing a white baseball cap. 
Police desire information from 
anyone who may have seen 
Albarron earlier in the 
evening in the South of Mar¬ 
ket area or who may have 
knowledge of the homicide.

LESBIAN'S 'DOCUFANTASY' 
IS A TRAGICOMEDY ABOUT 
SAYING GOODBYE'

T hank you and Good¬ 
night!, an American 
Playhouse Theatrical 
film written, pro¬ 
duced and directed 
by Jan Oxenberg, is a moving 
and delightful “docufantasy” 
centered around the recording 
of the illness and death of Oxen- 
berg’s grandmother, Mae 
Joffe. That event serves as 
the “raw material” for the big 


questions Oxenberg poses 
about life such as: “Who gets 
the color TV?”, “Is it impor¬ 
tant to face facts or is that just 
another illusion?”, “Why 
didn’t she teach my mother 
how to cook?” and “Is there 
nothing after death or is that 
an exaggeration?” 

Oxenberg’s film was a 
dozen years in the making; 
what began as a recording of 
conversations with her grand¬ 
mother became an extended 


meditation on life, death, con¬ 
trol, obsession and guilt that 
transcends the traditional doc¬ 
umentary form. 

Fantasy sequences of 
“Scowling Jan” are intercut 
with footage of Mae coping 
with her dying and the reac¬ 
tions of friends and relatives. 
Scowling Jan is a cutout ver¬ 
sion of Jan as a five-year-old — 


a kind of Peter Pan with an 
attitude who definitely hates 
carrots. 

In a phone interview, Ox¬ 
enberg remarked that the 
Scowling Jan character has 
“the advantage of having no 
limitations. She can blast off 
into space and look for 
Grandma; she can go into 
memory or into the afterlife.” 


This two-dimensional projec¬ 
tion of the child/self “is what 
we would do and say and be. 
She’s doing what she can to 
stop the person she loves 
from leaving.”

A t the very same time 
Newsweek was 
querying, “Is This 
Child Gay?” a panel 
in Germany was be¬ 
ing asked whether its mem¬ 
bers were gay directors 
or directors who happened to 
be gay? Needless to say, this 
was one of the less absorbing 
moments at the Berlin Film 
Festival, at least until Gregg 
Araki, auteur of The Living 
End, let loose with some 
Oliver Stone/Tom Cruise ru¬ 
mors live on German TV, 
which was broadcasting the 
event. 

The 42nd Internationale 
Filmfestspiele Berlin, the sec¬ 
ond to be held in a united 



Germany, was gay from the 
word go. Gay male, that is. As 
the Jury of the International 
Gay and Lesbian Film Festi¬ 
val Association, which awards 
the “Gay Teddy” prizes, an¬ 
nounced, there was “only one 
lesbian film out of a total of 
440 titles. The members of 
the jury want to stress that 


this is not representative for 
the worldwide production of 
lesbian films and videos.” 

That companionless fea¬ 
ture was Cheryl Farthing’s 14- 
minute Rosebud, “a tale of 
personal awakening.” Kay 
moves into a new flat and dis¬ 
covers her neighbors are hot 
lesbians on the trot. She is in¬ 


trigued, as she should be. 

Intriguing to the gay male 
element were over 40 flicks, 
shorts, and docs dealing with 
all aspects of homo-mental, 
homo-political, and homo-or¬ 
gasmic aspects of queerdom.

The Trouble 
With Larry 

New Bio Dishes 
the Dirt on 
Laurence Olivier

D onald Spoto is the 
Kitty Kelley of the 
performing arts, 
though his subjects 
never threaten to sue because 
they’re always dead. Previous 
Spoto whistleblowing efforts 
have given us the dirty laun¬ 
dry of Alfred Hitchcock and 
Tennessee Williams —- all in 
the pursuit of a greater appre¬ 
ciation of their art, of course. 
Now he’s turned his bio¬ 
graphical gaze toward the 
(now we know) bisexual film 
star Laurence Olivier. 

Spoto treats his subject 
with his usual mixture of ad¬ 
miration and contempt, but in 
spite of a perfunctory quality 
that pervades Laurence Olivi¬ 
er as a whole, the bio is a re¬ 
markably good read. 

Those captivated by Olivi¬ 
er’s thespian charms—and es¬ 
pecially those interested in 
the films the artist directed 
himself — will find this sharp- 
eyed assessment essential. In 
sum, this tome is much better 
than it ought to be. 

The juiciest revelation is 
that of Olivier’s 10-year love

The Mapplethorpe 
flap eventually died down, 
but Tongues seems to be 
part of a new controversy al¬ 
most monthly, sure evidence 
of Riggs’ power and vision. 
(Ah, but we knew that.) No¬ 
body cares if we’re vivisect¬ 
ed in a hundred mainstream 
films, but let there be one 
proud, positive image and 
repressive forces will con¬ 
spire to stifle it or, as in this 
case, incorporate it as a ploy 
to gain votes. But as a 
counter-strategy, let’s not 
merely defend the right of 
the too few artists who do 
get NEA money. Let’s de¬ 
mand 10 percent of the 
NEA’s budget. We do pay

the film is as distasteful as it 
seemed on paper — “it’s a 
straight male fantasy that 
hates all women” — and 
that you know who did d o 
it. From our pal’s descrip¬ 
tion, it sounds like the film¬ 
makers tweaked the lesbian 
character Roxy a bit. Roxy’s 
motivation for threatening 
Michael Douglas’ character 
apparently now stems more 
from “protective” feelings 
toward Catherine than out 
of sheer sexual jealousy. 
How touching. Roxy comes 
off overall as “something of 
an enigma,” said our friend. 
The “ambisexual” Cather¬ 
ine, she said, is the real 
monster, though Douglas 
comes off as somewhat evil 
by the end of the pic as 
well. 


TRASH' PLEASES: 
Kirk Honeycutt reviews 
White Trash in the Feb. 21 
Hollywood Reporter. “The 
entire action occurs the day 
of a funeral as AIDS — al¬ 
though the disease is never 
specifically mentioned — has 
claimed the life of a run¬ 
away turned street hustler. 
The film portrays the last 
few years of his existence 
by examining the lives and 
psyches of those around 
him. His roommates (John 
Hartman and Sean Chris¬ 
tiansen) capture the 
drugged-out ennui of two 
hustlers who have taken 
refuge in wise-cracking cyni¬ 
cism and deliberate naivete, 
respectively.” 

FAMILY REJECTED 
HIM: This pic sounds in¬ 
tersting. Variety’s Joseph

Enchantingly Cheap 
Flamboyance

Please step away from this 
dreary projection of the fu¬ 
ture ... the viscous microcosm 
... (where) dynamics of the 
monsoon waves of memory 
lap the shore ... (at the) 
residue along the water line... 
a wheel within a wheel ... I 
want to tell you everything 
about myself.

W hat our culture 
threw out, the 
seven artists in 
“Real Tears” have 
“dragged” back in. One of this 
show’s many subtexts is the 
life span of trends. The col¬ 
lapse of early 70s disposable 
pop fortunes and some of the 
minimalist strategies that fol¬ 
lowed make this ’90s show, 
curated by local art maverick 
Glen Helfand, seem retrofu- 
turistic and luridly humorous. 

Dusty Springfield is your 
ghost host; the persona souf¬ 
fle fallen. She’s the audience’s 
first contact provided through 
Margaret Crane’s audio tour. 
Headphones clamped on like 
zombies, we glide past each 
other in a privately fevered 
whirlwind of guided affect. 
Highly entertaining, this show 
kicks in from on low right 
from the start, dusty, indeed. 

Unpolished grappling pret¬ 
ty much sums it up. Within 


the current state of art in a 
haywire time, all the grovel¬ 
ing and greed flushed 
through the beautiful surfaces 
and art practices of the ’80s is 
banished in “Real Tears.” But 
we’re still talking conceptual 
art. 

It’s just that dishy wink- 
wink time is over. Serious 
changes across the globe have 
prompted a few artists to roll 
up their sleeves and reclaim 
the power to laugh with each 
other, while sharing increas¬ 
ingly heaped responsibilities 
at the end of the century. 
Each artist is a mouthpiece of 
this new tool kit: sincere 
irony. 


The life span 
of trends is 
one of 
the many 
subtexts of 
"Real Tears." 


Authoritatively invisible 
genius, packaged as modern 
art, is ditched in “Real Tears.” 
In its place there’s humility 
and obvious and often neurot¬ 
ic authorship at work within 
each piece’s keen social com¬ 
mentary. Earthly delight at 
the edge of chaos bubbles up 
in this show with enchanting¬ 
ly cheap flamboyance. 

Scatter, tatter and unflatter 
art abound (art talk: scatter, 
arte povera and anti-aesthet- 
ic). These are the forms myth¬ 
ical art gods have donned the 
lightest because they are so 
common. But then again, af¬ 
ter the cultural catastrophe of 
overconsumption ends in 
maudlin song, gods don’t at¬ 
tend AA meetings like mor¬ 
tals who live on the ground. 

Melissa Pokorny’s stale, 
overupholstered bolsters tore 


me open with their affect 
while formally cushioning my 
fall. To do both requires a 
balance finer than some of 
the puns and one-liners found 
in the rest of this exhibition. 
Her work grounds many of 
the tactics used by the rest of 
the artists. For example, in 
her company, John-Eric Ot¬ 
ter’s oceanic pop slicks ap¬ 
pear directly related — and be¬ 
come weightier. Hewn from a 
similar social underpadding, 
he reveals our habits of main¬ 
tenance, whether it’s an oil 
change, a pacifying stuffed 
surrogate or a brewski. 

The other artists that fill 
out the context of this show 
are Clifford Hengst, Leslie 
Singer and Kevin Sullivan. 
Cary Leibowitz is the brash- 
estly self-effacing and eco¬ 
nomical persona in the lot, 


however. His Rolodex cards 
are strewn on the floor, free¬ 
bies used like a doormat for 
his cheap knicknacks in the 
vitrines at the end of the 
room. Literally cornered by 
his wall mural “I’m witH 
STupiD” (sic), you encounter 
the return of the self as a 
palette of contradiction, hu¬ 
mor and generosity. Sincere 
irony permits our unsavory 
aspects a landing place within 
an integrated identity. I 
caught a good reflection of 
my own unbecomingness and 
chortled in a refreshingly pro¬ 
ductive way. Time to get 
“real.” ▼

T he B.A.R. recently 
spoke with local arts 
writer, graphics artist, 
media maven and po¬ 
litical activist Glen Helfand, 
who curated the “Real Tears” 
show currently at the San 
Francisco Arts Commission 
Gallery. 

★ ★ ★ 

Elliott Linwood: What 
prompted you to curate 
“Real Tears”? How is this 
different than other shows? 

Glen Helfand: I feel in a 
certain way it’s a reaction 
show. About a year ago I sud¬ 
denly realized I’d seen so 
many shows that I felt were 
so cold they made me ready 
for something else. Things 
that I once thought were real¬ 
ly wonderful became pat, 
easy, uninteresting and sort of 
repellent. For instance, it of¬ 
ten became difficult to figure 
out what an artist was dealing 
with in their work, and that 
was irritating. 

Are you referring to art that 
became too obscure or art 
produced as a smug “end 
game” with no conceptual 
next move imbedded in it? 

Definitely. Art with no en¬ 
try point made me want to 
start getting into it again. I 
became interested in what 
was going to happen next, 
too. 

Do you see camp as a viable 
entrance or alternate voice 
in current art production? 

Well, a lot of that chilly 
’80s work was campy, but

there were complex layers of 
it. Camp became just another 
thing that was incredibly 
mainstreamed, so it lost its 
function in certain ways. 
Around that time camp got 
equated with snideness. 

In the curatorial notes to 
“Real Tears,” you talk about 
the “tears” being real and 
ironic. It seems this show 
isn't as campy as it is sin¬ 
cere — that irony is again 
sincere now. 

I was interested in the real 
possibility that you could turn 
the idea of camp around and 
reclaim it in some way. The 
artists in this show exhibit a 
fresh sincerity in lots of ways. 
So it was easy to use the ap¬ 
propriation tactic to frame the 
whole project. On the other 
hand, I also felt I had to go 
outside the Bay Area, which 
has often been a little bit too

most anticipated was Daddy 
and the Muscle Academy, 55 
minutes devoted to making 
Tom of Finland a legend. The 
effort backfired. Written and 
directed by Ilppo Pohjola, this 
16mm effort, in so many 
words, recalls how Tom got 
his notion for his lovable mus¬ 
cle boys from fucking with 
Nazis and by adopting the 
Nazi ideals of the perfect man 
and disseminating their no¬ 
tions into the gay culture. No 
longer were homosexuals to 
be looked upon solely as 
fairies walking poodles. Now 
gays could be “real men.” 

Another segment recounts 
how Tom once complimented 
a black man by telling him 
that his beautiful thick lips 
could skin the peel of an or¬ 
ange. He was taken aback 
that the man was insulted. As 
this story is told, onscreen is a 
drawing of a black man who’s 
tied to a tree and is being 
whipped by a white stud. 

Fans of Tom’s can only 
wonder if director Pohjola is 
subverting Tom’s ideals to 
make his own biased state¬ 
ments — or if the late Tom of 
Finland was indeed, a shal¬ 
low, anti-Semitic, racist slime- 
bucket who looked down 
upon everyone. 

To find out what the exact 
case might be, we called 
Tom’s biographer in the 
States, Valentine Hooven III, 
who stated, “Those definitely 
were not Tom’s ideals. The 
whole Nazi thing was never 
of any interest to him. Nazis 
turned him on for only one 
reason — they had the sexiest

uniforms.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Definitely not into uni¬ 
forms is Washington, D.C.’s 
James M. Felter, the outspo¬ 
ken director of the madcap 
Run of the House. He noted 
that being a strict vegetarian 
in the pork capital of the 
world is rather difficult. Run 


of the House, which doesn’t 
have a distributor, is about a 
black transvestite, alcoholic 
performer who has a son. 

On his way to work one 
day, he witnesses a murder. 
Pursued by the crime’s perpe¬ 
trators, he gets a job in a Jew¬ 
ish household where every¬ 
one thinks he’s a real woman. 
The husband and wife con¬ 
stantly try to seduce him, 
while the niece, who gives 
electroshock treatments to 
her cat when not collecting 
dog droppings, sits in a bath¬ 
tub watching the TV pee 
standing up. This all happens 
in the first half hour. 

B.A.R.: Do you find gays 
support gay artists? 

Felter: Well, it’s interest¬ 
ing because I think it’s real re¬ 
gional. The gay community 
from what I’ve seen is very 
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fragmented, at least in the 
United States. There’s a lot of 
different agendas. There’s ob¬ 
viously a radical left in there 
now, and it goes from that 
spectrum all the way to the 
closet cases that are running 
the government. 

But I’ve gotten a lot of sup¬ 
port from the gay community 
in D.C. beyond a shadow of a 
doubt. They love this film, 
and they’ve given me a lot of 
press, but then again I’m the 
only real filmmaker there. 
Very few come from D.G 
By the way, are you avail¬ 
able? 

I’m always game for a 
good romance. 

So you haven’t been picked 
up by young Germans yet? 

Tons of them. 

But no one you’re taking 
back to the States? 

No, no, no. I’m not here to 
get laid, although I have a 
couple of times, but I’m try¬ 
ing to keep it under wraps be¬ 
cause these guys are very ag¬ 
gressive — and they go for it, 
which is very interesting. 

Felter has announced his 
next offering will be an all¬ 
lesbian musical version of 
Mutiny on the Bounty. 

★ ★ ★ 

A director who’s remained 
virtuous in Berlin is Christo¬ 
pher Munch. At age 29, he is 
one of the few gay artistes ca¬ 
pable of rising above a camp 
mentality. His The Hours 
and Times chronicles a brief 
vacation John Lennon shared 
with his older, gay manager 
Brian Epstein. Beautifully 
shot and told, reminiscent of 
John Schlesinger’s Darling 
and Sunday Bloody Sunday, 
the short film, barely an hour, 
transports us to the early ’60s 
while still commenting on our 
sexual quirks and romantic 
needs of today. 

The Hours and Times 
won the Wolfgang-Staudte 
Prize 1992 of the 
Tagesspiegel Press Founda¬ 
tion. Munch received DM 
20,000 (around $32,800) so we 
may see his next film sooner 
than he thought possible. It 
will be a period film set in 
the ’40s. The lead character 
is a young Asian American 
who buys the Yosemite Na¬ 
tional Park railroad to escape 
the pressing personal issues 
in his life. 

B.A.R.: Are you worried 
that when you’re Brian Ep¬ 
stein’s age you might pro¬ 
curd his level of success, a 
prosperity accompanied by 
his lack of emotional fulfill¬ 
ment? And do you have a 
relationship now? 

Munch: Ummmmmmmm. 

Do you hate these personal 
questions? 


I’m really pleased with my 
life now. Actually the types of 
relationships I’ve had have 
not fallen into any recogniz¬ 
able pattern. They’ve been 
very moving for me and not 
entirely unlike Epstein’s rela¬ 
tionship with Lennon, some 
that is. I think I’m moving to¬ 
ward a different type of inti¬ 
macy in my loves, but I’m 
grateful that of necessity I’ve 
let things into my life that, 
had I had stronger preconcep¬ 
tions about what I should be 
doing relationship-wise, I 
would not have gotten into. 

I’m a great believer in inti¬ 
mate friendships, you know, 
bonds that are sort of above 
romantic love in a way. ... 
There’s a connection between 
the spirits or people who 
share certain affinities in the 
world. So that’s the type of 
very compelling sort of love 
and friendship that has 
touched my life most deeply. 


A film that raised some 
questions about directorial re¬ 
sponsibility was Gregg Ara- 
ki’s The Living End. Is it all 
right to showcase two HIV- 
positive gents fucking each 
other without condoms and 
never mention that it’s a bit 
dangerous? Considering the 
delicious madcap antics of the 
film, hopefully no one will be 
using it as educational fodder, 
but then we must remember 
straights didn’t know AIDS 
existed pre-Magic Johnson. 

The tattooed Araki, his 
producer Marcus Hu and 
members of his cast all 
showed up and charmed ev¬ 
eryone with their deceptively 
simple-minded Valley-Boy 
babble, a way of speaking 
that convinces the listener 
that their lips do not work in 
conjunction with their brains. 
Further research did reveal, 
however, that there was intel¬ 
ligence within the boys’ brain 
matter. 

Araki, who avowed he 
never saw Sunday Bloody 
Sunday or Cocteau films and 
has no time to read books 
(though he admitted passing 
knowledge of Dennis Coop¬ 
er’s works), broke down and 
’fessed up: “The hardest thing 
for me at this point is to try 
to like maintain my sanity 
and to maintain my purity. 
It’s why I started making 
films in the first place. It 
sounds incredibly pretentious 
and hokey but I do very 
much view what I do as an 
art form, and I don’t think of 
my films in terms of stepping 
stones to a career. 

“My producers ... this just 
drives them crazy, but I don’t 
think about the audience. I 
don’t think about a demo¬ 
graphic. I don’t think of the 
appeal of my films to a cer¬ 
tain audience. My films are 
very much just an expression 
of whatever I happen to be 
feeling at the time that 
they’re being created. So I 
don’t target my films toward 
any audience — be it gay, be it 
straight.” 


Other films of note in 
Berlin were Voices From 
the Front and Will Kom- 
men Im Dom (Welcome to 
the Dome), which proves that 
if you film any AIDS action, 
you’ll strike a response from 
an audience that is already 
committed to your cause. But 
can anyone really tell all 
these films apart? 

Edward II is Derek Jar¬ 
man’s brilliant version of the 
Christopher Marlowe play. 
Definitely the most relevant 
and artistic venture at the fes-

Making a Hero Out of Harvey 



Note: On Feb. 13, the 
B.A.R. published a re¬ 
port/commentary about 
the concerns of some in 
the gay community about 
the film version, currently 
in development, of The 
Mayor of Castro Street, 
Randy Shilts’ book about 
gay politician/activist Har¬ 
vey Milk. Below are ex¬ 
cerpts of a two-hour con¬ 
versation about the project 
and the B.A.R. piece be¬ 
tween Arts Editor Daniel 
Mangin and the film’s two 
gay producers, Craig 
Zadan and Neil Meron. 

B.A.R.: How did Warner 
Bros, and Oliver Stone be¬ 
come involved with The 
Mayor of Castro Street? 

Craig Zadan: We optioned 
the book, then Oliver became 
involved.... It was our compa¬ 
ny (Storyline Productions) 
and Oliver’s (Ixtlan) that went 
to Warners (which) picked up 
the option and has financed 
screenplay and development. 

What specifically do you 
think people are misinter¬ 
preting about your project? 

CZ: The thing that has 
been pretty frustrating is that 
people are going around quot¬ 
ing Vito Russo’s book The 
Celluloid Closet, and the 
irony of all of that is that the 
project first came to my atten¬ 
tion through Vito. Vito was 
probably one of my closest 
friends for 22 years. We start¬ 
ed together in journalism and 
when Vito was working on 
the documentary (The Times 
of Harvey Milk, 1984), Vito 
called me and told me about 
the documentary and about 
Harvey Milk. ... He kept say¬ 
ing the documentary is great, 
we’re all proud of it, but 
there’s much more to be 
done. There is a movie to be 
made here. ... Neil and I both 
read the book ... and as film¬ 
makers thought it was an in¬ 
credible drama, but also in 
terms of gay movement, this 
was an opportunity to do 
something ... to produce the 
first gay hero to come out of 
Hollywood. 

Neil Meron: Also, Vito 
was excited Oliver was going 
to be involved. 

Stone has been involved 
long enough for Vito to 
have known? 

CZ: The last time I saw 
Vito before he died (in De¬ 
cember 1990), I told him Oliv¬ 
er was definitely producing, 
was considering directing. I 
told him Robin Williams ... 
was very interested in playing 
th6 part (of Harvey Milk). 
Vito burst into tears, hugged 
me and kept telling me this 
was the greatest moment ... 
that this was why he wrote 
The Celluloid Closet. ... I 
have to tell you that if Vito 
were still alive, I believe that 
he’d be ashamed of what’s 
happening with this. ... I feel 
very strongly about this. 

David Ehrenstein of The 
Advocate came down quite 
strongly against Stone 
based on the treatment of 
the gay characters in JFK. 

CZ: It’s a personal thing. I 
think that from talking to 
David Ehrenstein, and seeing 
him at the Los Angeles Film 
Critics’ luncheon grandstand¬ 
ing and attacking Oliver 
Stone — and I’ve read inter¬ 
views from all over the coun¬ 
try — he’s trying to make this 


a cause celebre. It’s all self- 
serving. 

I think that Scott Robbe, 
who says in your article that 
Out in Film “demands” — 
what this is about is that 
Scott Robbe is trying to get a 
job. It’s all self-serving. ... Di¬ 
rectors work with the same 
team over and over. I’m not 
going to tell a director to hire 
different people, but past that, 
obviously we are going to see 
that as many gay people as 
possible are hired. But listen: 
when he sent over his “de¬ 
mands” that we hire gays, he 
only sent his resume, not 
anyone else’s. 

NM: He has made a good 
point to remind us to hire gay 
people. 

CZ: But there is no issue 
about hiring gay people be¬ 
cause there is no film. We’re 
not in production. There is no 
start date. 

When did you option the 
book? 

CZ: About four years ago. 
We went out to every studio,

to every production company, 
to every actor. 

NM: Anybody we thought 
would be a strong advocate. 

CZ: And every single per¬ 
son turned it down. I’d call 
Vito every couple of days and 
say it’s not looking good. And 
he’d say you can’t give up, 
you’ve got to get this picture 
made. And we didn’t give up. 
... We looked for a chink in 
the armor to get in, and iron¬ 
ically it was our first choice, 
because when Neil and I read 
the book we both thought 
Oliver Stone is the guy. Be¬ 
cause Oliver Stone is the only 
American filmmaker who 
makes social, political, contro¬ 
versial films that make a prof¬ 
it. And they win Oscars. 

... When we drove over to 
Oliver’s office, we had this 
whole speech prepared and 
he just said I’m going to do 
this. I’m not going to direct. 
But I’m going to produce and 
I’ll get it made. We asked 
Oliver, “Why do you want to 
do this?” and he said, — and 
this is a quote — “America 
needs an enema and I’m go¬ 
ing to give it to them.” That is 
what he said. He said, “This 
country is too stuck. It’s time 
to shake things down and 
open their eyes and stop the 
prejudice forever.” 

... Well, five minutes after 
he made that speech to us, 
the chairmen of the boards of 
many studios were calling us. 
... We went from years of des¬ 
olation to a bidding war be¬ 
tween several studios. 

He understands the pro¬ 
ject. He understands gay 
rights. He has tons of friends 
who have died of AIDS. He’s 


a very emotional, passionate 
man and we adore him. 

NM: And when Oliver be¬ 
came involved, people who 
were involved with Harvey, 
these people were thrilled. 

CZ: Again the person who 
was most thrilled was Vito. 
Yet here we are in a situation 
where the only guy in the 
world who stuck his neck out 
for us... is getting kicked, he’s 
getting abused, and treated 
with anger. This is so heart¬ 
breaking. 

Why is this film at such risk 
so early? 

This is a project that you 
had to really twist arms to get 
people to do.... The more this 
kind of stuff appears and 
gets picked up in the media, 
the less chance you’ll get a 
major director, stars. If you 
don’t get that, there’s no pic¬ 
ture. Six months ago, we had 
Oliver Stone and Robin 
Williams. Today, who knows? 

The history of gays in film, 
everything that Vito wrote 
about, was the fact that stars 
don’t want to play gay charac¬ 
ters and that major studios 
don’t want to be associated 
with gay projects. We single- 
handedly overcame those ob¬ 
stacles. We delivered Oliver 
Stone and Robin Williams. ... 
And the very community that 
stands to benefit is shouting. 

NM: The foolish thing is 
that we want to make a film 
everybody is proud of. What’s 
the point if the community 
can’t be happy with it? 

CZ: Our point is that, num¬ 
ber one, is to make sure that 
everyone in the gay commu¬ 
nity feels, “Thank god it’s fi¬ 
nally happening.” But, num¬ 
ber two, what people don’t 
seem to get is that we have to 
be in San Francisco. We need 
everybody in the community 
to be in the movie, we need 
to restage the candlelight 
march. We need to be on the 
streets, with the gay commu¬ 
nity. 

What about the objections 
of some in the community 
to a straight man directing 
the Harvey Milk story? 

NM: The whole idea about 
a straight man directing not 
being able to direct... some of 
the greatest women’s roles 
have been written by men. 

CZ: It’s discrimination. It’s 
just like people saying you 
can’t hire a woman to direct 
action pictures. 

NM: Jim Brooks directed 
one of the most moving wom¬ 
en’s pictures ever made, 
Terms of Endearment. 

CZ: Arthur Laurents wrote 
probably the greatest female 
film roles ever. He wrote the 
character of Mama Rose in 
Gypsy. He wrote The Way 
We Were, probably Barbra 
Streisand’s greatest film. He 
wrote The Turning Point. 

But there is an idea in the 
community that only a gay 
man might understand the 
nuances of Harvey’s life. 

CZ: You could also argue 
that a gay man might be too 
close to the subject ... 

Oliver Stone said he might 
direct, but now there are ru¬ 
mors he won’t. 

CZ: There has been no 
decision on this. 

What is your timeline for 
the start of production? 

CZ: We hope to be in pro¬ 


duction sometime this calen¬ 
dar year. To get back to your 
other question, about a gay di¬ 
rector, we also hired a hetero¬ 
sexual screenwriter. He im¬ 
mersed himself in the gay 
community. I promise you a 
gay writer could never have 
come up with as good of a 
script. 

You have some particular 
comments about the B.A.R. 
story. 

CZ: Yes. First, it talks 
about the “case” against Oliv¬ 
er Stone. I resent the tone. ... 
It implies that he’s on trial. 
Your story says that Stone is 
said to have removed all ho¬ 
mosexuality of the hero in the 
script of Midnight Express. 

You did respond to that lat¬ 
er in the piece. 

CZ: I responded to it, but I 
felt that it was printed in a 
way that sort of brushed it off, 
like my comment wasn’t valid. 
I’ve talked to Oliver since 
then, and he said that this was 
his first screenplay. He had no 
say. He said that not only did 
Alan Parker call all of the 
shots, Columbia had total con¬ 
trol. They refused to put that 
in. He goes on record as say¬ 
ing it was Columbia Pictures’ 
decision. 

Why does the film’s subject, 
Billy Hayes, fault Stone? 

CZ: Who knows? Billy 
Hayes was a novice, too, in 
pictures. ... Again, if you don’t 
know anything about the pro¬ 


cess of filmmaking ... the 
screenwriter has no say. 

Screenwriters have toned 
down homosexuality before. 
Robert Towne deleted the 
bisexuality of the real-life 
Clyde Barrow in Bonnie and 
Clyde. 

CZ: But the scriptwriter has 
no say ultimately. 

Now, the attack on The 
Doors is probably one of the 
most ludicrous things in the 
piece. First of all, I grew up in 
New York. I was around Andy 
Warhol, and the way Andy 
Warhol is depicted is exactly 
the way Andy Warhol was. 
And the idea that it could be 
stated that it was homophobic 
is ludicrous. 

As I mentioned, our writer 
knew Warhol personally, 
and it’s his opinion that the 
film maligns him. 

CZ: But you get the idea 
from the piece that Warhol is 
a main character. It’s a cameo. 
How could anybody say that 
the film says that Andy 
Warhol is the chief instrument 
of the destruction of Jim Mor¬ 
rison? 

Another writer in LA had a 
similar thesis. 

CZ: It’s a cameo. He walks 
on and he walks off. And it’s 
not shown that he’s gay in any 
way. ... The idea that he’s say¬ 
ing that Andy Warhol is being 
gay baited ... is delusionary. 

Another thing that I deeply

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He'd Rather Be Getting It

T ommi Avicolli Mecca 
is a newcomer to the 
Bay Area, a transplant 
from Philadelphia. 
He’s been performing for 
nearly a dozen years in a 
queer troupe back East. He’s 
opening at Josie’s this week in 
his first solo piece, All in All 
I’d Rather Be Having Sex. 
We had lunch at Josie’s and 
spoke about art, East and 
West, and anger. 

“My characters are out¬ 
siders, on the edge of culture. 
They’re observers ... when 
they’re not angry or venge¬ 
ful,” he says. 

Since coming to San Fran¬ 
cisco, Mecca has discovered 
that more outsiders freely ex¬ 
press themselves here than 
back in Philadelphia. “In 
Philadelphia,” he says simply, 
“they’re too busy surviving.” 

“Back East,” he continues, 
“people are a lot more angry 
in their art. Larry Kramer is 
an excellent example of this 
kind of queer artist, ‘We’re all 
going to die of AIDS, so 
what’s the use.’ It’s a legiti¬ 
mate anger, but it’s self-con¬ 
suming. Anger will kill. I saw 
it happen with my father; he 
never realized his dream. The 
anger consumed him, con¬ 
sumed his family. When 
artists project only that anger, 
it’s not healthy for them ... 
and it’s not healthy for their 
audiences.” 

There’s a lot of queer art 
going on in Philadelphia, says 
Mecca, “but it has a droning, 
almost whining quality to it —

like Larry Kramer’s work. I 
love him, we need him, but 
please I want to scream!” 
Mecca instead extols the 
work of Michael Kearns in 
Intimacies, “where there are so 
many notes, textures and 
styles.” 

Integrating Anger 

Mecca points out that here 
on the West Coast, artists 
seem to integrate that anger, 
so there’s what he calls a 
sense of celebration and beau¬ 
ty, which is what he hopes to 
bring to All in All. “In the 
1930s, this would have been a 
four-hour extravaganza, with 
a cast of thousands,” he sighs, 


“but it’s the ’90s, so it’s a solo 
performance piece; it’s one 
hour long; it’s ... me.” 

Mecca’s work is semiauto- 
biographical. “My character is 
a slut puppy,” admits Mecca, 
laughing, “driven by sexuali¬ 
ty. He’s lovable enough, 
though,” he adds quickly, “an 
anti-hero.” 

Mecca sets his story in the 
Italian neighborhood of South 
Philadelphia. He plays a 
young boy growing up, trying 
to live up to the American 
Dream while all the while 
knowing he’s a sissy. “The 
question keeps coming up — 
how does he survive?” Mecca 
says. 

I was curious as to how the 
artist himself survived that 
period of his life. “I found rea¬ 
sons to laugh,” he says sim¬ 
ply. “That’s what life is — we 
find reasons to laugh. Queers 
have always survived by 
laughter, and in some ways, 
queer art back East is losing 
the sense of humor that has 
enabled us to survive as long 
as we have.” 

Mecca has enlisted popular 
Bay Area veteran director 
Noreen C. Barnes to bring 
that humor, peppered with 
anger and the will to survive, 
alive on Josie’s stage. Sounds 
like a winning combination.

The Big Allure

T here is “permission” 
to enter the secret 
world of the profes¬ 
sional dominatrix 
through playwright Catherine 
Harrison’s stories of her for¬ 
mer job as a prominent San 
Francisco power whore. 

It’s just that the innermost 
sanctum of the S/M sex trade 
doesn’t seem so forbidden 
anymore — at least not to gay 
people who are increasingly 
accustomed to drag role pow¬ 
er experimentation. 

I suspect the masses are 
becoming more familiar with 
these possible scenarios, too. 
How this may be so is actual¬ 
ly why Permission works as 
a performance. It provides a 
great deal of information oth¬ 
erwise unavailable in our 
pop-mediated diet of sex 
myths. 

Let me explain. Ever since 
AIDS, every queer I know 
has dabbled in S/M for the 
mentally stimulating aspects 
of sex it offers. The most 
bourgeois lesbian and gay 
consumer has also needed to 
eroticize physical membranes: 
dental dams, condoms, gloves, 
etc. These self-imposed dis¬ 
tancing devices or prophylac¬ 
tics seem infused with mild 
elements of kink. There’s also 
phone sex for cerebral/sexual 
workouts. 

As an industry, all of these 
phenomena are surprisingly 
close to the cardinal rules set 
by Harrison, as Mistress Mar¬ 
lene in Permission. She es¬ 
pouses in her personalized 
training seminars for the effi¬ 
cient dominatrix, “Never 
touch the client, let them do 
all the work. It is, after all, 
their fantasy and release from 
the daily grind they’re paying 
for.” 

Distancing Metaphors 

Various metaphors about 
distancing the body, from the 
late 1920s Berlin to current- 
day America, are condensed 
in this performance. This is a 
show which literally teaches 
you a few of the ropes, or at 
least insists there are a few 
safety rules in the S/M physi¬ 
cal and psychological play¬ 
time repertoire. 

I suspect there’s also a 
straight, middle-class appeal 
to a show like this, sheerly in 
terms of clarifying the mixed 


messages people generally 
have crashing over them in 
the newspapers and TV. As 
another sexpert, Susie Bright, 
has said elsewhere: “There is 
an openness about sexual sub¬ 
jects that we’ve never had be¬ 
fore — at the same time 
they’re being condemned” — 
like AIDS and anal sex in a 
frenzy of evening news re¬ 
portage.

The slightest glimmer of 
honesty in a context like this 
is as useful to the masses as it 
probably is to other sex work¬ 
ers. If you think about it, as a 
people we’re a bit overorches¬ 
trated toward titillating un¬ 
truths. Catherine Harrison as 
Marlene, KayLynn Raschke 
as Monique, and Lisa Farmer 
as Brett each take turns un¬ 
masking this big allure in di¬ 
rector Kelly Hill’s production. 

I ogled all the slinky spe¬ 
cialty costumes and tuned in 
to the inherently circular 
masochism of the theatre. 
Performers always sacrifice 
themselves to the gaze, even 
in their most sadistic charac¬ 
terizations. 

As entertainment I found 
the show weak. As a perfor¬ 
mance piece recounting life 
experiences, I felt “permitted” 
an entrusted view of anoth¬ 
er’s reality. 

One of the mistress’ rid¬ 
dles lingers — “What happens 
when you make up your own 
rules? You are society’s worst 
nightmare, and their biggest 
fantasy.” ▼

Jill Posener's 'Perfect Moment'

J ill Posener is making 
her directorial debut at 
Theatre Rhinoceros 
with the American pre¬ 
miere of British play¬ 
wright Jackie Kay’s Twice 
Over. 

It has been a season of ac¬ 
complishments for Posener, 
who is currently on the 
screening committee for the 
San Francisco International 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festi¬ 
val. She recently had a 
month-long show of her the¬ 
atrical photographs at Josie’s 
and has had work published 
in Stolen Glances: Lesbians 
Take Photographs by Pando¬ 
ra Press. The Stolen Glances 
exhibit is on a worldwide 
tour through 1993 and will 
come to San Francisco early 
next year. 

For the last dozen years, 
Posener has been making her 
living primarily as a photog¬ 
rapher. In addition to theatri¬ 
cal photographs, her work in¬ 
cludes photographs of graffiti, 
lesbian erotica and ship¬ 
wrecks. Posener has had 
photographic exhibitions in 
Great Britain, Australia and 
the United States. 

Posener resists the idea of 
defining herself as a lesbian 
photographer, because for her 
it’s not about being out — she 
has been for years — but 
rather it connotes a meaning 
“that my experience is exclud¬ 
ed from the rest of life.” She 
would rather be regarded as 
simply a photographer who 
reflects everything around 
her. 

Her published works in¬ 
clude two books of pho¬ 
tographs of political graffiti, 
Spray It Loud (1982) and 
I^ouder Than Words (1986), 
which began as a self-pub¬ 
lished series of postcards, lat¬ 
er reissued in 1987; her play, 
Any Woman Can, published 
in the first volume of Lesbian 
Plays by Methuen (1987); her 
contribution of “The Dirty 


Girls’ Guide to London” to 
Stolen Glances; contributions 
to Turning the Tables (1987), 
a cookbook; and a forthcom¬ 
ing collection of essays by 
women about the death of 
their mothers, both published 
by Sheba Press. 

Born in London in 1953, 
Posener was raised in Lon¬ 
don, Kuala Lumpur and 
Berlin. Her theatrical train¬ 
ing was as a stage manager, 
and she worked in London’s 
West End and Fringe the¬ 
atres from 1974 to 1980, man¬ 
aged a women’s rock band, 
and was a founding member 
of and the first woman to 
work with Britain’s first pro¬ 
fessional gay theatre compa¬ 
ny, Gay Sweatshop. 

Issue-Oriented Theatre 

Sitting in Josie’s Cabaret 
one afternoon, surrounded by 
her photographs, she recalled 
working with Gay Sweat¬ 
shop, noting that, with its 
women’s productions in par¬ 
ticular, it was an issue-orient¬ 
ed theatre that evolved from 
the community and reflected 
its concerns. 

She also pointed to the 
serendipity of Jackie Kay hav¬ 
ing been the first black wom¬ 
an to write for that company 
and of Twice Over’s first 
American production being 
Posener’s first professional di¬ 
recting credit. 

She cites her luck in her 
extensive experience working 
with authors and directors, 
such as Athol Fugard, Clive 
Donner and Robert Patrick, 
“who really push the bound¬ 
aries” and those who have 
been “strongly collaborative” 
rather than those with large 
egos. 

Posener was drawn into 
several productions as a pho¬ 
tographer to participate in the 
creation of the stage imagery, 
to really collaborate in the 
process. She notes that pho¬ 
tos are usually the “public’s 
first contact with a show — it 


creates a symbol for the audi¬ 
ence to see.” Posener views 
photography and the theatre 
as “crucially bound up.” 

Connected to this view is 
what she regards as “the rea¬ 
son for people to go to the 
theatre — it’s meant to be 
emotional. We like and need 
to have an emotional re¬ 
sponse as theatregoers.” 

The Danger of Secrets 

This brought us to a dis¬ 
cussion of Twice Over, 
which had already been se¬ 
lected by Theatre Rhinoceros 
as a season production when 
Posener was asked by compa¬ 
ny Artistic Director Adele 
Prandini to direct it. The play 
revolves around a young 
woman who finds her grand¬ 
mother’s letters and diaries 
after her death, and the dis¬ 
covery prompts the grand¬ 
daughter to wonder if her 
grandmother was gay. Be¬ 
yond addressing the issue of 
family secrets (of both blood 
and created families), it ex¬ 
plores the passion between 
older women, as well as inter- 
generational and interracial 
relationships. It reveals the 
effect of politics, secrecy, fear, 
incest as a secret and the 
deep loyalty of the Irish- 
Catholic to the traditional 
family. 

Posener characterized the 
play as being about “the dan¬ 
ger of keeping secrets” and 
sees its strengths as its truth¬ 
ful emotion, tenderness and 
bittersweet humor. She em¬ 
phasizes the “sensuous quali-

ty” of the relationship of the 
two older lesbians and says, 
“If you believe their relation¬ 
ship, you believe the play.” 
The text is primary in her ap¬ 
proach to directing. “If the ac¬ 
tors believe the script, the au¬ 
dience will believe the ac¬ 
tors,” she states. 

This has been a time when 
Posener has been able to be 
involved with the three “great 
loves” of her life — film, the¬ 
atre and photography. Direct¬ 
ing the play has been a way 
for Posener to balance her 
highly visual acuity with 
years of experience in and ob¬ 


servation of the theatre and a 
critical sense of what works 
onstage and a focus on the 
words of the script. It’s the 
fusion of the visual and ver¬ 
bal elements which is difficult 
to actualize and the greatest 
challenge of directing. She 
says, “I see everything as the 
‘perfect moment’ — the perfect 
still. Theatre itself is a series 
of imperfect moments leading 
to a perfect one.” ▼

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Galvinizing Intensity

I f it’s a Friday or Sunday 
night, Mikael Duden will 
be down at the Rawhide, 
twirling some lucky 
dancer round the dance floor. 
“Oh, yes,” he testifies, “I’m an 
avowed two-stepper and a 
passionate line dancer.” 

Even without such fervor, 
Mikael would be a popular 
partner. He’s a broad-shoul¬ 
dered slab of man — 6’l” be¬ 
fore he puts on his high-riser 
cowboy boots. The manly 
cragginess of his rock-hewn 
profile and broad sexy smile 
are doubled in intensity by 
eyes that dive into your heart 
and hands as broad and warm 
as a lover’s embrace. 

Yet there’s an introverted 
side to Mikael that has no 
doubt caused many an urban 
cowboy to hesitate before try¬ 
ing to rope him. He’s a poet 
who writes only for himself 
(“It’s private,” he says, “but 
good”), a man of deep reli¬ 
gious faith who practices heal¬ 
ing and an actor whose im¬ 
mersion in his characters ap¬ 
proaches self-immolation. 
When Mikael takes on a char¬ 
acter’s pain, he doesn’t seem 
satisfied until the fictional an¬ 
guish is his own. 

A Present From Leland 

It’s the same intensity with 
which he two-steps, but such 
hypercommitment is more 
galvanizing onstage. He’s ap¬ 
plied it to a handful of gay 
roles, first at the Valencia 
Rose in the excessively titled 
yet excessively popular I 


Wish I Had Never Met You 
and Was Meeting You Now. 
The late Leland Moss saw 
him in that play and — al¬ 
though Moss only told him on 
opening night — as a present 
fashioned expressly for 
Mikael a pivotal character in 
his Theatre Rhinoceros dra¬ 
ma concerning the fear of liv¬ 
ing caused by AIDS, Quis- 
bies. 

Mikael’s also been seen at 
Theatre Rhinoceros as the 
merciless Harold in The Boys 
in the Band and as a prisoner 
whose sexuality becomes a 
deadly weapon during his 
fierce interrogation in Strictly 
a Formality. 

On the dance floor, 
Mikael’s intensity is easily 
welcomed as enthusiasm. 
When concerning his acting 
craft, however, it can take 
people aback. Consider the 
hapless radio interviewer who 
had no reply when, after ask¬ 
ing Mikael why he acted, was 
told without hesitation, “To 
dignify the pain of living.” 

In Dangerous Beauty, the 
two-character play by Lee 
Jenkins which has just begun 
a month’s run at The Marsh, 
Mikael will be dignifying the 
pain of loving. He once again 
plays a gay man. 

Playing gay characters is 
special, he says. “You don’t 
have to search for the charac¬ 
ter’s emotional life; it’s all 
around you.” And, says 
Mikael of his roles as HIV¬ 
positive men in Quisbies and 
now Dangerous Beauty, “It’s 
an honor and a responsibility 
to dignify an HIV-positive 


man. You get to represent the 
tragedy of your own communi¬ 
ty.” 

A Play About Possibility 

But Dangerous Beauty 
isn’t about tragedy. It’s about 
possibility. The play explores 
the relationship of a gay man 
and a bisexual woman. Once 
close during the sexually ex¬ 
plorative hippie years, they 
meet again today, years after 
their sexual identities might 
seem to have separated them. 

“It has to do with love re¬ 
gardless of gender, regardless 
of having sex,” Mikael says. 
“It’s about the love between an 
unlikely pair, and how it’s 
complicated by feelings they 
aren’t really comfortable with. 

“It makes them question 


their gay values. She’s bisexu¬ 
al and sensitive to what the 
lesbian community will think 
of her. The majority of his 
personality is vested in the gay 
community. He realizes his re¬ 
lationship with her is a thing 
of value, yet it’s been compro¬ 
mised by their ideas of sexual 
identity.” 

It’s an issue of fascinating 
currency, as the gay and les¬ 
bian communities grow closer 
together, intermingling in 
ways that cause us to redefine 
our affections and expand 
their range. 

“There’s a whole mentality 
— Berkeley is an example,” 
Mikael explains, “where 
straight and gay and feminist 
and lesbian merge. I like that, 
because I like women. They 
make great friends. It goes 


without saying that I adore 
men. But I refuse to let the 
fact of sexual attraction stop 
me from having close women 
friends.” 

Closing the tradition of sep¬ 
aratism between gay men and 
women, the relationship in 
Dangerous Beauty mirrors 
the 38-year-old actor’s own ex¬ 
perience. “I have thoroughly 
saturated my need to polarize 
exclusively in gay circles,” 
Mikael concludes, “so that I 
appreciate difference as much 
as I appreciate having a com¬ 
mon sensibility.” ▼

tival. 

Splash is an embarrassing 
short by the adorable Thomas 
Allen Harris. Trying to cap¬ 
ture the pain of what it is to 
grow up black, gay and effem¬ 
inate, there is not enough 
smarts here to carry the work 
along for its seven minutes. 
Ditto for John Binninger’s sev¬ 
en-minute The Weight of the 
Oceans. 

Then there is RJ. Castellan- 
eta’s prize-winning (it won the 
Teddy for best feature) To¬ 
gether Alone, which has been 
reviewed in these pages be¬ 
fore. The film relates for 90 
minutes what two tricks 
who’ve just had unsafe sex 
chat about. Now America will 
know why so many of us dress 
quickly after orgasm and ski- 
doo home. 

Peter Kern’s Gossenkind i s 
a never boring and at times 
humorous tale of a 14-year-old 
street hustler and the married 
man whose life he destroys. 
Max Kellerman as the youth 
simply bounces off the screen 
with charisma. Virginie 
Thevenet’s Sam Suffit is 
about a carnival stripper seek¬ 
ing a normal life. She achieves 
it getting pregnant by a gay 
painter, whose canvases only 
depict giant blades of grass. 

Finally, there’s Swoon, 
Tom Kalin’s exceedingly 
clever reworking of the 
Leopold and Loeb murders. 
As the critic Tony Rayns put 
it, “Swoon is not a ‘politically 
correct’ re-rereading of the 
case from a gay point of view, 
but an intense and glamorous 
enquiry” into the criminals’ 
backgrounds, cultural climate

and fantasies. 

But what about an actor’s 
realities and fantasies? When 
Craig Chester, who portrays 
Loeb, was asked what he was 
going to do the Monday he 
gets home after being feted as 
a star in Berlin, he responded, 
“I go to work Monday as a 
temp, filing, etc.” 

B.A.R.: Isn’t that awful? 

Chester: Such a clash of re¬ 
alities. Everyone else in the 
movie has an agent but me. 
But lots of times, you don’t 
have an agent, and you sort of 
go back to New York and wait 
tables. It’s a very ’90s thing. 

Editor’s note: Rosebud, 
Daddy and the Muscle Acade¬ 
my, The Hours and Times, 
Will Kommen Im Dom, 
Splash and The Weight of 
the Oceans will screen at the 
SF gay film fest in June. Ed¬ 
ward II opens March 24 at the 
Castro Theatre.

Resisting the Reich

T he opening up of Rus¬ 
sia and the Eastern 
Bloc has brought on 
more than nationalis 1 
tic speeches and cheap caviar. 
For years the Eastern Bloc, 
chained by Communist ideol¬ 
ogy, censored its history. Only 
now is this history being ex¬ 
amined. 

“Seeing Through Paradise: 
Artists and the Terezin Con¬ 
centration Camp,” in its only 
West Coast appearance, is 
showing at the University Art 
Museum in Berkeley through 
March 25. The exhibit con¬ 
trasts the propaganda and in¬ 
dependent works created by 
17 artists interned at the 
Terezin concentration camp. 
While the collection is valu¬ 
able to World War II histori¬ 
ans, “Seeing Through Paradise” 
has universal relevance in 
what it can teach us about the 
power of art as a means of 
spiritual resistance (of those 
forced underground). 

When the concentration 
camp in Terezin, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, was created in 1941, it 
served primarily as a transit 
point for prisoners on their 
way to the death camps in the 
East. However, as time went 
on and the population of 
artists from nearby Prague 


continued to grow, the nature 
of the camp changed. 

Unlike other camps at the 
time, the cultural life in 
Terezin was encouraged. 
Artists were given access to 
the best materials, but the tal¬ 
ents assembled were exploit¬ 
ed by the Nazis for political 
ends. 

The film which accompa¬ 
nies the exhibit, The Fuhrer 
Gives a City to the Jews, il¬ 
lustrates the perverse role of 
the camp and its talented in¬ 
habitants. In the film, Terezin 
is portrayed as a beautiful 
and cultured town, where the 
people “happily pass leisure 
time in the sun.” After the 
film’s completion many of the 
prisoners who directed and 
acted in the film were sum¬ 
marily transported to gas 
chambers at Auschwitz. 

Trust in the Nazis 

Unlike the racist propagan¬ 
da normally associated with 
Nazi Germany, the state art 
created in Terezin hadn’t a 
hint of anti-Semitism. Rather 
than to stimulate hate for the 
Jews, the state art of Terezin 
Weis designed to stimulate 
trust in the Nazis. The propa¬ 
ganda of Terezin works 
through smoothness and gen¬ 
eralizations to ease questions 
and lull the mind. Terezin 


was the only concentration 
camp visited by the Red 
Cross. 

The propaganda, of course, 
stands in marked contrast to 
the art created in the techni¬ 
cal department after hours. 
Compare the state-supervised 
depiction of the camp’s coffee 
house with that created by 
Fritz Taussig, a former 
satirist. 

While Joseph Spier paints 
a clean pastel tearoom, where 
patrons are served by white- 
jacketed waiters, Frita (as he 
was popularly known), de¬ 
picts a much less charming 
scene. His patrons, with their 
hollow eyes and despondent 
expressions, resemble zom¬ 
bies. The composition is dom¬ 
inated by the cafe’s window, 
which reveals an armed 
guard beside a barbed wire 


fence. 

The technique of the 
Terezin artists matched the 
gravity of the life they lived 
and were determined to por¬ 
tray. Powerfully loose ex¬ 
pressionist styles depict 
scenes of hunger and chaos. 
The ambience of these pic¬ 
tures is even more enhanced 
by the dark colors used. Most 
works are done in Indian ink 
or are scratched with crayon. 

Particularly interesting are 
the works of camp children. 
Helga Hoskova, an exhibit or¬ 
ganizer, was a child when she 
was at Terezin. Instructed to 
portray what she saw, her 
drawings in their stark and 
innocent hand are more pow¬ 
erful than the works of some 
of the adults. 

Nearly all the artists on 
view were killed before the 


war’s end. In 1944, the Nazis 
discovered that artists from 
the technical department had 
attempted to send their secret 
drawings to contacts in 
Switzerland and killed them 
for creating “horror propagan¬ 
da.” 

Terezin was not as brutal a 
camp as Auschwitz or 
Dachau, and the relative cre¬ 
ative freedom granted the tal¬ 
ented prisoners there allows 
us to see their unique and 
touching visions today. “See¬ 
ing Through Paradise” col¬ 
lects their diverse works, and 
in this exhibition, these brave 
artists live again. ▼

sincere — that the more con¬ 
ceptual work isn’t done here 
that much. 

San Francisco has a reputa¬ 
tion of being humanist to a 
fault. This perhaps explains 
why many artists are not 
trained to be so hard-nosed 
or critical here. Is this an 
unusual show for the SF 
Arts Commission Gallery? 

It’s unusual in the fact that 
we haven’t had one person 
curate a focus show for quite 
a while. 

“Real Tears” reminds me of 
two other recent shows — 
SFMOMA’s “Facing the 
Finish” and New Langton 
Arts’ “Situation.” 

“Situation” much more 
than “Finish” was inspiring to 
me in that several artists’ 
work was funky. The idea of 
low-tech art within our partic¬ 
ular time frame — to me 
seemed pretty important. 
This kind of work seemed es¬ 
pecially effective. 

Affective, too. 

Right. “Finish” had work 
that was generally harder to 
penetrate and also required 
more money to produce. In 
planning the show, people 
kept asking what’s the theme. 
It’s more about a post- ’80s feel¬ 
ing than anything else — the 
return of a personalized rela¬ 
tionship to art. All the work 
within “Real Tears” reattach¬ 
es the voice of authorship that 
has been lacking in art for a 
while. Artists that use low- 
tech means to make art show 
a very different kind of com¬ 
mitment that becomes obvi¬ 
ous in their work. Among 
other things, this kind of ap¬ 
proach comments on throw¬ 
away culture. In certain ways, 
preserving the cheap has 
something really endearing 
about it for me. ▼

affair with Danny Kaye 
throughout the ’50s. Faultless¬ 
ly documented and buoyed 
by Spoto’s sympathetic tone, 
this news drives another 
stake through the hearts of 
Helms, Buchanan, Bush and 
Co.: an icon like Olivier, the 
epitome of the Great Actor, 
the holy purveyor of Shake¬ 
speare and the Classics, turns 
out queer to boot. Take that! 

Kaye's Probing 

Kaye once disguised him¬ 
self as a customs officer at 
New York’s Idlewild Airport 
and arranged to strip search 
Olivier, probing every nook 
and cranny, unbeknownst to 
his mortified lover. Who 
needs The Globe or The 
Star with stuff like this pop¬ 
ping off practically every 
page? 

Spoto also chronicles Sir 
Larry’s endlessly troubled 
marriage to Vivien Leigh. His 
book devotes as much to her 
sexual peccadillos — having 
friends arrange trysts with 
hustlers, vying with her Lord 
for the carnal pleasures of Pe¬ 
ter Finch — as to his. A 
crazed, seething Leigh 
emerges from beneath a sassy 
surface. One minute she’s jeal¬ 
ously chasing actresses down 
train corridors, throwing bits 
of bread at them; the next 
she’s thwacking an exhausted, 
dozing Olivier with a wet 
towel after a lengthy quarrel. 

Evidence of Olivier’s reck¬ 
less abandon keeps piling on: 
While in the Royal Air Force 
he wrecked seven planes dur¬ 
ing his first five weeks of en¬ 
listment. The top brass had to 
remove him to less destruc¬ 


tive, theatrical venues so as 
not to lose the war. In his 80s, 
he drove motorcycles at 
breakneck speeds through 
London traffic. 

And when an arrow 
pierced his thigh during the 
filming of Richard III, he car¬ 
ried through the take without 
a reaction. It was only after 
“Cut!” that he allowed himself 
to cry out in pain. 


Abuse of Status 

A less edifying egomania 
also registers. Olivier’s reac¬ 
tion to Ralph Richardson’s as¬ 
cension to royal honors in 
1947 was a public “I should’ve 
been the fucking knight!” 
During a teleplay of Greene’s 
The Power and the Glory, he 
abused his star status to have 
fledgling Patty Duke’s scenes 
pared down because she was 
obviously upstaging him. 
He’d whisper to Anthony 
Quinn onstage during the 
Broadway run of Becket, 
“Where the fuck can you get 
good British beer here in 
New York?” pointedly throw¬ 
ing Quinn off his mark. 

Naturally, Olivier also in¬ 
spired. He tells Charlton He¬ 
ston that one should ignore 
the good notices from critics 
and only believe the bad 
ones. To another actor he 
points out that if a fellow 
player has a triumph in one 
corner of the stage, that area 
is “too hot, used up,” so the 
second actor should move 
elsewhere to captivate the 
crowd anew. 

Spoto is generous and 
adept in his recounting of 
Olivier’s extension of film lan¬ 
guage with the actor/direc¬ 
tor’s supreme Bardian trilogy: 
Henry V, Hamlet and 
Richard III. The author also 
realizes that with Archie Rice 
in John Osborne’s The Enter¬ 
tainer (for which the actor

filed down his front teeth!), 
Olivier remained in the van¬ 
guard of his profession by 
joining forces with Britain’s 
“Kitchen Sink” school of play¬ 
wrights that evolved in the 
’50s. This move expanded the 
actor’s repertory beyond the 
“classics” and kept him fluid 
and fertile. 

His professional partner¬ 
ships all receive their titillat¬ 
ing due. Marilyn Monroe was 
“ill-mannered and rude.” Noel 
Coward was Olivier’s 
strongest mentor. Rivalries 
with John Gielgud and Orson 
Welles lead not only to scene¬ 
stealing, but usurpation of the 
reins from their nominal di¬ 
rectors. 


Spoto divertingly details 
the many black body-paint ap¬ 
plications during Olivier’s 
stage assumption of Othello — 
hours to swab on and off, and 
his increasing obsession with 
surrounding himself with 
mediocre players to ensure at¬ 
tention. 

Olivier Homophobic? 

The author, though, seems 
intent on fabricating a homo¬ 
phobia in Olivier. The evi¬ 
dence includes the actor’s 
penchant for caricaturing his 
fey interpretations of various 
stage roles. Spoto also at¬ 
tributes the dismissal of a les¬ 
bian press agent and fellow 
gay Sir Michael Redgrave 


(like Olivier, passing for 
straight) from his repertory 
company to internalized ho¬ 
mophobia. 

With the revelation that 
Olivier’s first wife, actress Jill 
Esmond, is also a lesbian, the 
book begins to resemble 
Proust’s Remembrance of 
Things Past in which the 
reader discovers bit by bit 
that everyone is gay! 

Though a moderately bet¬ 
ter film analyst than Patrick 
McGilligan in his recent, won¬ 
derful George Cukor biogra¬ 
phy, Spoto isn’t as good a 
writer or as inspired an advo¬ 
cate for his subject. There is 
an index-card monotony to 
much of Laurence Olivier, 
and Spoto’s Freudian connec¬ 
tion of childhood traumas to 
the mature artist’s “neuroses” 
— something that marred the 
author’s previous The Dark 
Side of Genius: The Life of 
Alfred Hitchcock — is just too 
simplistic. 

This account neglects to in¬ 
clude Peter Ustinov’s hilari¬ 
ous tale from his autobiogra¬ 
phy of Olivier’s hammy tac¬ 
tics during the shooting of 
Spartacus. And apparently 
neither Olivier nor Spoto ap¬ 
preciates the extraordinary 
cinema of Otto Preminger’s 
Bunny Lake Is Missing. 
Enough testimony is on tap, 
though, to make clear a point 
of which all mere mortals 
should be aware: great artists 
aren’t necessarily wonderful 
human beings. 

Despite the reservations 
expressed above and its facto¬ 
ry-spun feel, Laurence Olivier 
combines enough lip-smack¬ 
ing dirt with keen observa¬ 
tion on Olivier’s art to justify 
perusal. ▼

The nostalgia of idealized youth celebrated by the poets 
known as Uranians was accepted by mainstream audiences 
from the 1890s to the 1930s in England. The three Uranians 
featured in Blueboys — Philebus, Edmund John and 
Cuthbert Wright — were products of this age of a hostile 
heterosexual society which had recently persecuted Oscar 
Wilde and the violence, death and militaristic attitude of 
World War I. 

Angelic choirboys were the 
muse of Cuthbert Wright and 
Edmund John. Wright was inter¬ 
ested in high church rituals, such 
as a gorgeous procession separat¬ 
ed from him by holy smoke. 

John’s poetry is full of images of 
death. This might hint at the 
danger that gay sex possessed in 
those years — and also foreshad¬ 
ows his early death in WWI. He 
was attracted to sensual features 
in choirboys and the translucent 
and romantic qualities of their 
ceremonies. 

Unlike the mythic subjects of 
Wright and John, which are precious and removed from 
their admirers, the objects of Philebus’ affection are accessi¬ 
ble and usually butch. In his poems he often personifies nat¬ 
ural objects — a pool, dormitory or playing field — reveling 
in contact with boys. In “Am I a Wretch?” Philebus asks a 
question that gay artists throughout the ages have posed but 
not answered: 

Am I a wretch to love to see God’s image? 

What is the beauty of our bodies for If not t’admire? ... 

When I see lads confined in clinging clothing, 

Or glowing manhood graceless garments don, 

Lord, how I long to strip the clinging cov’rings 
And see them unashamed with nothing on!

Seattle's Next 
Big Thing

L ike bees around a hon¬ 
ey hive, music scouts 
have been stalking 
Seattle in search of 
the next Nirvana, Pearl Jam 
or Tad. Tad is the truck- 
driveresque, beer-bellied, 
blue-collared poster-boy fanta¬ 
sy band that the grind-and- 
grunge style queens at Sub¬ 
pop records have conjured up 
to “fuck” with Pat Buchanan’s 
attempt to pocket disenfran¬ 
chised “redneck” youth. So 
far neither GQ nor Vanity 
Fair has assigned Bruce We¬ 
ber or Herb Ritts to homo- 
eroticize this band of greasy 
geeks, but trend vultures hav¬ 
ing no shame, someone is 
surely soon to pounce. 

One shudders at the 
thought of the millions of dol¬ 
lars to be spent by multina¬ 
tional record companies at¬ 
tempting to duplicate the 
money machine Nirvana has 
proven to be. The rub being 
that Nirvana’s success was 
the result of years of under¬ 
ground and fringe fan-build¬ 
ing by Subpop, alternative 
college radio and the network 
of pulp fanzines that claim, as 
their own culture, Nirvana’s 
truly inspired, noisy but ac¬ 
cessible musical riffs. 

Nirvana, any mystic will 
tell you, is not a mass-pro¬ 
duced product but a once-in-a- 
lifetime shimmer of what 
Jung would have called the 


shadow divined. 

Aural Surrender 

Common Language may 
just be the next big thing to 
break out of Seattle. This fe¬ 
male-driven smart bomb of 
aural excitement mines the 
legacy of Joy Division and 
Patti Smith by tempering 
Netzer Ebb with a guitar- 
driven shout that pile drives 
into the scar tissue of emo¬ 
tional slag and liberates a rav¬ 
ished kundalini energy that is 
capable of making dead flesh 
tumescent. 

Like a long night of moist 
foreplay, Common Language 
slowly strips away, layer by 
layer, the psychic defenses be¬ 
fore moving in for what be¬ 
comes a liberating, intensely 
pleasurable moment of aural 
surrender. 

Essentially feminine in 
principle, Common Language 
casts its spell by layering res¬ 
onant vibrations one on top of 
another in sharp contrast to 
the masculine aural assault of 
the sharp, quick and brutal 
crescendos of “boy’-driven 
noise machines. 

Think Cowboy Junkies 
meet Lamont Young meet 
Diamanda Galas in-a-tho- 
razined-haze meets Terry 
Reilly meets a no-vocal Vel¬ 
vets in a sub-Saharan, open- 
all-night oasis and gets down 
to creating a totally non- 
funky, party riff sound mi¬ 
rage.

resent is the comment that 
Randy Shilts backs Oliver 
Stone because he’ll sell more 
books. It implies that Randy is 
being paid off. 

Historically, every author is 
at odds with filmmakers be¬ 
cause their books are always 
adapted badly. ... Randy was 
very difficult with us and he 
made it clear that he was very 
cynical that we could get the 
job done because the book was 
sold many times and nothing 
ever came of it. ... The idea 
that Randy sold out because 
he wants to sell books is sheer 
bitchiness. 

And let’s look at this. If 
Randy did sell a lot of books, 
that would imply that a lot of 
people would be reading 
about Harvey Milk. That’s a 
good thing ... not something 
mercenary. I don’t like the at¬ 
titude and tone. 

Also, I want to clarify the 
issue about other gay films out 
there. We applaud every sin¬ 
gle gay movie, like Longtime 
Companion and My Own Pri¬ 
vate Idaho. Or My Beautiful 
Laundrette. ... We think 
they’re terrific. But not one of 
them has played out of the art 
houses. Not one of them has 
made more than $1.98 profit. 

NM: They’re not made to 
reach a wide audience. 

CZ: It’s also preaching to 
the converted. We’re making a 
movie for all of America, for 
big cities and small cities. For 
everybody. ... Are we selling 
out by trying to accomplish it? 
We don’t think so. ... We don’t 
need to make this into an art- 


house film. We need to make 
this into a big-budget Holly¬ 
wood film. We have higher as¬ 
pirations. 

And those aspirations are? 

We want to make a movie 
with a major gay hero that is 
basically a gay rights movie. 
About a character the audi¬ 
ence will care about and love. 

NM: Harvey’s message was 
that it’s all right to be gay. 
People in Idaho need to hear 
this message. 

CZ: But if we do it the 
same way as Gus Van Sant in 
My Own Private Idaho, it 
won’t reach the very people 
we need to reach. ... If we 
make this movie and a kid in 
high school in Indiana sees it 
and sees Robin Williams as 
Harvey Milk and realizes that 
it’s OK to be gay, then we’ve 
accomplished our goal. You 
don’t do that by making an 
art-house film for San Francis¬ 
co audiences. 

NM: Harvey knew all about 
being in the mainstream. He 
got places where no gay man 
had ever gone before. 

CZ: In your story, Scott 
Robbe goes on to say that a 
source of his, which I question 
because I don’t believe a word 
of his, says that there’s no 
physical intimacy in the script. 
The answer to that is if some¬ 
body did see an early draft, it 
may have been that we 
weren’t leaning heavily on 
(Milk’s physical relationships) 
in that draft. There’s intimacy. 
There’s kissing. There’s affec¬ 
tion. There’s all of that in the 
film. In abundance. 

What do you mean by “inti¬ 
macy”? 

CZ: Holding hands, kissing, 
hugging, romantic moments. 


NM: It is not sanitary. It is 
sexual. These people are sexu¬ 
al beings. 

CZ: I feel that this casting 
thing was probably one of the 
most irresponsible pieces of 
journalism I’ve read in my life¬ 
time. It is science fiction, the 
talk about Steve Martin as 
Dan White.... He’s never been 
up for the part. ... Your writer 
never called us to ask whether 
this was true. 

The story says that “Penny 
Marshall was originally pen¬ 
cilled in as director.” ... We 
never spoke to Penny Mar¬ 
shall and we never discussed 
her with anyone. 

CZ: Demi Moore. I think 
it’s despicable what was writ¬ 
ten about her. She’s a first-rate 
actress. It’s insulting to her, in¬ 
sulting to us and it’s not true. 
Where does he get off saying 
she’s a freak, that she would 
be cast for her freak value? 

Then the issue about Lily 
Tomlin playing a straight 
woman. There are no straight 
roles for women in the film 
except for Dianne Feinstein. 
Lily is not playing Feinstein. 
Again, it’s all fiction. 

When you say to me, “Why 
is Warner Bros, nervous?” it’s 
from reading this article.” ... 
I’m not exaggerating, this is 
the kind of thing that upsets 
them. 

... I deeply appreciate your 
taking the time to talk with us 
today. I think that we’re all in 
this together. We’ve got to get 
this picture made. ... This is a 
dream come true for every¬ 
body. If there’s any way to 
calm everybody down, we 
want to cooperate fully. Let us 
get a top director. Let us get a 
top actor. Let us reach our 
goal ... with everybody re¬ 
laxed. ▼

Shawn and Woody Allen, 
comments on the awareness 
of a person’s absence as itself 
a kind of presence in some of 
the film’s most provocative 
moments. This is especially 
true with the recurring pic¬ 
tures of their sister Judy, who 
was killed by a car when she 
was a child, throughout the 
film. 

In the film, Jan’s voice 
claims not to remember any¬ 
thing about her sister, and yet 
images of the dead girl keep 
reappearing. Grandma has 
kept relentless track of how 
many years Judy has been 
dead, an event that seems to 
get worse, not diminish, with 
each passing year. Judy oper¬ 
ated as a “powerful subtext” 
for Oxenberg while she was 
making the film, and there is 
an illuminating tension be¬ 
tween the denial of memories 
of her sister and Judy’s haunt¬ 
ing image. 

The most pungent memo¬ 
ries, of course, seem to center 
around food, and one can al¬ 
most smell and taste Oxen- 
berg’s re-creations of her 
grandmother’s cooking that 
seem to seep through the 
screen. It’s the kind of recol¬ 
lection to which we can all re¬ 
late. Oxenberg has the ability 
to find the common denomi¬ 
nators of human experience 
and make this specific story, 
in surpassing the boundaries 
of personal truth, a collective 
one. 

Oxenberg comments on 
the marvel of watching her 
grandmother “clinging to hu¬ 
manity despite the indignities 
of the cosmos.” And of wit¬ 
nessing the process of dying, 
she says, “We have no other 
choice but to find meaning in 
it.” 

Time expires on a parking 
meter; Grandma’s possessions 
become prizes on a TV quiz 
show; then she is part of a 
hospital soap opera drama. 
Scowling Jan takes refuge in 
memories of going to the 
movies with Grandma, of 
Coney Island, of the ever-pre¬ 
sent food and on a therapist’s 
couch, where a soothing voice 
reminds her that “if you can’t 
close the door, you can’t open 
the door.” 

And Grandma shares her 
memories, too. She’s a ham 
for the camera, but, she qual¬ 
ifies, a “kosher ham.” 

Grandma retains her digni¬ 
ty as her body withers and 
her strong sense of identity. 
An Oxenberg describes her as 
“an ordinary old woman go¬ 
ing through this incredible 
profundity.” 

Oxenberg points out the 
contradictions and complexi¬ 
ties of our relationships and 
personalities, most evident in 
the very different views that 


Oxenberg’s mother and 
grandmother have of the past 
and of each other. They 
maintain their conflicting 
memories and antagonism de¬ 
spite the underlying love. 

Blending of Genres 

Oxenberg employs a vari¬ 
ety of techniques in the film. 
Hers is a blending of genres 
that is itself its own unique 
style — something which has 
been evident in her live per¬ 
formances for the last several 
years. She has appropriated 
mainstream forms and trans¬ 
gressed the categories which 
they are traditionally as¬ 
signed. 

Lesbian filmmaker Oxen¬ 
berg, known for Home Movie 
and A Comedy in Six Unnat¬ 
ural Acts, emphasizes that 
Thank You and Goodnight’s 
ability to “laugh in the face of 
death” is itself a “queer irrev¬ 
erence.” 

In doing her work, she 
says she only has to please 
herself in playing with form, 
blending styles and taking 
risks. There is nothing to lose, 
as, she quips, “People already 
think you’re queer.” 

Oxenberg notes the “col¬ 
lagelike feeling” of her work, 
its “layered, quiltlike aspect.” 
Even though the work is not 
explicitly lesbian, its style has 
become familiar and reflects 
that of other women’s exper¬ 
imental and documentary 
films. 

Oxenberg dedicated the 
film to Vito Russo, who died 
as it was being completed. 
She remarks that “the film 
began and ended with a 
death.” She warned Russo 
that it might be upsetting to 
watch the film, but he insist¬ 
ed on seeing a cut of it. After 
the viewing, he said it made 
him feel less alone. 

Oxenberg focuses on the 
the rage one has about dying 
when one has lived a com¬ 
plete life span, as her grand¬ 
mother did, and the amplifica¬ 
tion of that when the person 
who is dying is young, as are 
many of those who are dying 
of AIDS. It’s an “unnatural 
interruption” to life that 
brings with it, Oxenberg 
points out, “a political as well 
as cosmic rage.” 

Oxenberg has created a 
universal piece about a specif¬ 
ic event; she calls it a cathar¬ 
tic work that gives people a 
chance to both laugh and cry, 
a “tragicomedy about saying 
goodbye.” 

We can all relate to con¬ 
fronting our pasts, to obses¬ 
sion and guilt, watching loved 
ones die and being aware of 
the loss of time, finding both 
the sadness and the humor in 
the process and finally realiz¬ 
ing that “you don’t ever really 
say goodbye.” ▼
